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ddl Tops 
AZT; 
ddC OK 
In Doubt

The National Institute of 
Health on April 14 released fi¬ 
nal data from one of its trials 
showing that the new AIDS 
drug ddl performed as well 
or better than AZT in delay¬ 
ing the effects of HIV 
infection. 

ddl did better in people 
with pre-AIDS conditions, 
while the two drugs fared 
equally well in people with 
AIDS. 

The two drugs had differ¬ 
ent toxicities. Inflammation of 
the pancreas was a more com¬ 
mon side effect with ddl, but 
it occurred more rarely than 
expected. Patients receiving 
AZT were more liable to 
have low blood cell counts. 

Approval of ddl last fall 
was based on a special accel¬ 
erated approach to reviewing 
drug licensing applications. A 
few days before this week’s 
ddl announcement, the Food 
and Drug Administration said 
it was moving to implement 
long-debated proposals to 
speed government approval 
of new drugs based on the 
ddl model. 

Next week a third treat¬ 
ment aimed at the AIDS-trig- 
gering human immunodefi¬ 
ciency virus comes up for re¬ 
view. That new medication, 
ddl’s cousin ddC, will test the 
department’s willingness to 
OK drugs based on incom¬ 
plete data, as it did with ddl. 

Speculation has been rife 
that ddC is in trouble. For the 
past year ddC developer Hoff- 
mann-La Roche labored to 
put together an acceptable 
marketing application for ddC 
without being able to point to 
conclusive evidence of the 
drug’s effectiveness.

Campbell Calls 
For Abolition 
Of NEA 

Links Up With Dannemeyer

U.S. Rep. Tom Campbell, 
who is running for U.S. Sen¬ 
ate in the June Republican 
primary, has signed on to a 
bill that would abolish the 
National Endowment for the 
Arts.

Mayor's Cuts Rock 
S.F. Health Funding

“It’s gone, everything’s 
gone,” said Jerry Windley, 
chair of the Harvey Milk 
Democratic Club’s HIV Com¬ 
mittee. “The Health Depart¬ 
ment is now facing a city 
funding cut of 17 to 18 per¬ 
cent this year, and none of 
the new programs we were 
counting on will happen.” 

Last week, Dr. Sandra 
Hernandez, head of the city’s 
AIDS Office, presented the 
Health Commission with a 
new plan to restructure pub¬ 


lic medical care for people 
with HIV infections. But by 
week’s end, Hernandez found 
that a new $20 million reduc¬ 
tion in health spending de¬ 
manded by the Mayor’s Of¬ 
fice had destroyed the possi¬ 
bility of implementing her 
plan as well as any of the oth¬ 
er new programs the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health had in 
the works. 

Hernandez’ proposal was 
to upgrade the district health 
centers to provide first-rate

'Have Sex, Go to Jail' 

Action Stalls Until May; S.F. Supes Slam Bill

San Francisco AIDS ac¬ 
tivists are beginning to orga¬ 
nize against SB 982, a bill in 
the state Legislature that 
would make it a crime for an 
HIV-positive person to “ex¬ 
pose” another person to the 
disease without disclosing 
their HIV status. 

The bill would impose one 
year in prison for people who 
do not disclose their HIV sta¬ 
tus even if they have protect¬ 
ed sex or use clean needles, 
two to four years in prison for 
people who do not disclose 
their HIV status before hav¬ 
ing unprotected sex (a sen¬ 
tence that could be increased 
if actual transmission is 
proven), and life imprison¬ 
ment for people convicted of 
“intentionally” transmitting 
the HIV virus. 

The legislation has passed 
the state Senate and is in the 
Public Safety Committee of 
the Assembly. No action is 
expected there until May. 

The Board of Supervisors 
April 13 passed a resolution 
opposing the bill, which was 
sponsored by Harry Britt. 
ACT UP/San Francisco spon¬ 
sored a town meeting that 
night to raise awareness and 


provide a forum about the 
bill. 

About 100 activists at the 
town meeting discussed rea¬ 
sons and strategies for oppos¬ 
ing the bill and expressed 
their fear of life under the 
bill’s enforcement. 

Rebecca Denison, founder 
of Women Organized to Re¬ 
spond to Life-Threatening 
Diseases, and Arawn Eibhlyn 
of ACT UP listed many of 
the bills’ problems, including 
that transmission and inten¬ 
tion would be nearly impossi¬ 
ble to prove and would come 
down to one person’s word 
against another. 

They also said it would 
contribute to AIDSphobia by 
portraying HIV-positive peo¬ 
ple as dangerous criminals, 
that it would not stop the 
spread of AIDS, that it would 
not save one human life, and 
that it would end people’s 
willingness to get tested so 
that they couldn’t be charged 
with knowing their status. 

“This bill will allow people 
to continue to deny their own 
risk and not take responsibili¬ 
ty for their own behavior,” 
Eibhlyn said. 

He added that it would im¬ 
pose a blatant violation of civ¬ 
il rights: “You do not even have 


to be positive to be charged 
and mandatorily tested.” 

Denison added that the bill 
blames people with AIDS for 
the AIDS epidemic and pro¬ 
ceeds as though AIDS will 
disappear if it is criminalized. 
She said that she has talked 
with many HIV-positive wom¬ 
en, many of whom contracted 
the disease through sex 
with their partner, and has 
found that the women are 
unanimously and strongly op¬ 
posed to SB 982. 

“It’s really frightening to 
hear from women who have 
just learned that their sex 
partner has HIV and know¬ 
ingly refused to wear a con¬ 
dom. But arresting the guy 
who infected is not the an¬ 
swer,” she said. “The dollars 
(that would be) used to arrest 
people who have HIV should 
be used to find a cure.” 

Forum moderators urge 
everyone to write or call the 
three Bay Area Democrats on 
the Public Safety Committee:

It's Official — Fife's Going Straight

The deal between the es¬ 
tate of the late Peter Pender 
and a Monte Rio en¬ 
trepreneur over the proposed 
sale of Fife’s, a Russian Riv¬ 
er gay resort, is a step closer 
to being closed. 

A contract to sell the gay 
resort for $1.5 million was 
signed by Sam Northern Jr. 
and Pender’s estate. 

Northern told the Russian 
River News that he planned 
to shift the focus of marketing 
the resort to seniors, families 
and special events. 

Northern also plans to de¬ 
velop the 15-acre site to in¬ 
clude space for a recreational 
vehicle park that would draw 
campers from across Ameri¬ 
ca. He is also considering 
plans to create a membership 
arrangement where the re¬ 
sort’s 52 individual cabins 


would be individually owned. 

According to news ac¬ 
counts, Northern plans to sub¬ 
divide the site into four 
parcels, one that would con¬ 
tain a senior housing develop¬ 
ment and a second part offer¬ 
ing housing for private 
groups. 

The name of the resort 
will revert to Murphy’s, the 
resort’s name before Pender 
bought it in 1979. 

Pender died of AIDS in 
1990. Funds from the sale will 
benefit several national AIDS 
organizations. 

The sale of the project is 
contingent on several factors, 
including a feasibility study of 
the proposed marketing plan. 

Fife’s will continue as a 
gay resort at least until es¬ 
crow closes, which is expect¬ 
ed in January 1993. 

Although Northern has 
been criticized for turning the 


nationally renowned gay re¬ 
sort into a family-style park, 
Northern said the move 
would be good for the local 
economy. 

Concerns over speculation 
that the area is losing its gay 
identity has led to the forma¬ 
tion of the Gay and Lesbian 
Business Association with 
more than 40 gay businesses 
and venues as members. The 
group promotes tourism in 
the area. 

Fife’s, along with The 
Woods, has long been consid¬ 
ered one of the major attrac¬ 
tions to vacationing lesbians 
and gays. Both are operated 
by Gemini Management Co. 
The Woods disco was devas¬ 
tated by a fire last summer. 
Plans to rebuild have been 
complicated by modern fire 
and safety regulations. ▼

Local AIDS Educator 
Gets Stonewall Award

A San Francisco gay man 
who established two innova¬ 
tive AIDS education pro¬ 
grams is a recipient of the 
second annual Stonewall 
Awards. 

The awards presented by 
the Anderson Prize Founda¬ 
tion honor individuals whose 
activities have contributed to 
the quality of life for Ameri¬ 
ca’s gay and lesbian commu¬ 
nity. Recipients receive a 
mimimum award of $25,000. 

Christian Haren, a former 
model who was once the 
Marlboro Man, was diagnosed 
with AIDS in 1985 following 
his collapse into a coma. 
Blind and unable to walk 
when he regained conscious¬ 
ness, Haren was given 15 
days to live. 

By 1989, Haren, who had 
taught himself to walk again 
and found his vision improv¬ 
ing, was in demand for inter¬ 
views on programs like “60 
Minutes.” 

After speaking to students 
at a local Catholic girls high 
school as a person living with 
AIDS, Haren went on to 
found the pioneering pro¬ 
gram The Wedge, followed 
by the People With HIV in 
the Classroom Project. 

“I’m a bit overwhelmed 
and I still can’t really believe 
it,” Haren told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “The check is still

Growing problems with 
crime and cruising in the area 
around Collingwood Park 
was the subject of a crowded 
community meeting in the 
Castro’s Metropolitan Com¬ 
munity Church April 14. 

The meeting drew about 
70 people, including gay and 
straight residents, community 
activists, members of the 
Street Patrol and the San

Among the complaints are 
increased muggings, strong 
arm robberies and assaults, 
open drug dealing, and noise 
in the area from people cruis¬ 
ing in their cars and on foot.

sitting on the desk. I’m afraid 
to cash it in case it’s all a mis¬ 
take.

Each year the founda¬ 
tion awards four prizes. 
Stonewall Award recipients 
are selected by region. 
Anonymous nominators locat¬ 
ed around the country gener¬ 
ate a list of potential recipi¬ 
ents and an awards commit¬ 
tee selects the winners. 

The award is named after 
the 1969 Stonewall Rebellion 
— the first widely acknowl¬ 
edged act of collective defiance 
against official repression by 
lesbian and gays, according to 
the foundation. 

“It’s extraordinary to be 
honored for your work. I’m 
not sure I deserve this. Equal 
to the satisfaction of being 
honored is having been gfven 
the opportunity to assist peo¬ 
ple with AIDS to retake a vi¬ 
able position in all of the 
communities this country rep¬ 
resents. That’s what I’m 
about. That’s why I really do 
what I do,” Haren said.

S.J. Officer Accused 
Of Anti-Gay Attack

A San Jose Police Depart¬ 
ment officer arrested a gay 
man for peering inside a po¬ 
lice vehicle and then took him 
to a deserted street and beat 
him before taking him to jail, 
a Salinas man charges. 

According to Joe Maestas 
Jr., the April 5 incident on 
South Second Street in San 
Jose occurred when he and a 
friend were looking at several 
police cars parked on the 
street. 

Maestas said he was fasci¬ 
nated by the electronic equip¬ 
ment in the cars. 

“I was personally fascinat¬ 
ed by this since I live in Sali¬ 
nas and had never been that 
close to a police vehicle to see 
what new upgrades had oc¬ 
curred within San Jose’s law 
enforcement agency,” Maestas 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

After observing the patrol 
cars, Maestas and his friend 
continued their walk. He said 
that the trouble began about a 


half a block later, when he 
heard a policeman yelling at 
him. 

“We turned around to see 
what the problem was and a 
police officer said, ‘Yeah, you 
two, get back over here,’ ” he 
said. 

Five police officers were at 
the scene and one of them 
asked Maestas if he was in 
the habit of “breaking into po¬ 
lice cars.” 

Maestas was asked for 
identification while trying to 
explain that he and his friend 
were just looking into the car 
because they were impressed 
by the technology. 

One of the officers alleged¬ 
ly told Maestas that he had a 
bad attitude and would be ar¬ 
rested for it. 

After grilling his friend, 
Maestas alleges that the po¬ 
lice officer then drove him to 
a deserted part of Irene Street 
in San Jose instead of taking 
him to jail.

Scout Controversy Rages On

Local activists marked a 
victory last week when Unit¬ 
ed Way announced it will 
stop funding the Boy Scouts. 
But not all activists are satis¬ 
fied. 

Queer Scout John Woods 
criticized wording of United 
Way’s press statement in 
which board Chair Charles 
Lynch said that “United Way 
deeply regrets” the defunding. 

“This is an incredible day 
for us, for our community,” 
Woods said. “To say that we 
have been successful at con¬ 
fronting, unequivocally, a ho¬ 
mophobic organization and 
that we have taken a stand in 
standing up for rights of all 
youths, that’s what they 
should say. This is a day to be 
proud that we stood up, in¬ 
stead they say, ‘We deeply re¬ 
gret.’ It’s bullshit. 

“It’s admirable that they 
took this position,” Woods 
said. “I think that they should 
follow that up by funding 
more organizations that deal 
with lesbian and gay youth, 
such as LYRIC, and I mean 
funding them with more than 
"crumbs, comparable to what 
they’ve been giving to the 
Boy Scouts for the last 50 
years.” 

But Ken McPherson of 
Forgotten Scouts called for 
support of the United Way.

“These people have put 
themselves on the line in a 
way that is completely unique 
from the United Ways across 
the country,” McPherson said. 
“For us to say this is not per¬ 
fect is shortsighted and will 
not help in the long run. 

“This is going to be a fight 
that we will win,” McPherson 
said. “But it won’t be a short¬ 
term win. We will win be¬ 
cause we demonstrate the 
ability to out-organize big¬ 
otry.” 

That fight moves now to 
other parts of the country. 
About 50 people demonstrat¬ 
ed against Boy Scout homo¬ 
phobia April 13 in Portland, 
Maine. The United Way of 


Chicago is expected to make 
a decision on Boy Scout fund¬ 
ing in June. 

In other parts of California, 
United Way of Sonoma-Men- 
docino-Lake in March adopt¬ 
ed a policy calling on agen¬ 
cies it works with to end dis¬ 
crimination and increase out¬ 
reach to gays and lesbians. 

“Rather than a drastic 
measure like defunding any¬ 
one, we feel it’s more our role 
to serve in a role of leader¬ 
ship and education,” 
spokesperson Kathy 

Goodacre said. “We feel like 
we can serve people better if 
we can communicate with 
them directly.” 

The United Way of Santa 
Clara last week issued a state¬ 
ment that it will continue 
funding the Boy Scouts as 
well as “making every effort 
to evaluate and address the 
needs of our local gay and les¬ 
bian community.” 

A United Way task force 
on community gay and lesbian 
issues will make recommenda¬ 
tions to the United Way of San¬ 
ta Clara in September. 

“The issue of funding of 
Boy Scouts is very much a 
big issue for us, the United 
Way says it’s not an issue and 
it’s not what the task force is 
working on,” task force mem¬ 
ber Ken Yeager said. “At 
some point push is going to 
come to shove.” ▼

Irked Radicals Addressing 
Terrorism thru Empower¬ 
ment, a new organization that 
was formed to “defend the di¬ 
verse queer communities 
against heterosexism, homo¬ 
phobia, discrimination and vi¬ 
olence,” is planning a three¬ 
pronged education and em¬ 
powerment campaign against 
“queer bashing.” 

The group, which is affili¬ 
ated with the direct-action or¬ 
ganization Outrage! San Fran¬ 
cisco, said that the combina¬ 
tion of increasing incidents of 
queer harassment and bash¬ 
ings, the inability of police to 
protect gays and lesbians, and 
insufficient action on behalf 
of community organizations 
require individuals to learn to 
protect themselves and pre¬ 
vent bashings on their own. 

Allen Carson and John 
Woods, two of the core mem¬ 
bers of the organization, said 
that IFLATE was founded out 
of a realization that important 
advocacy and education about 
bashing was not getting done 
adequately. 

“We have done some advo¬ 
cacy for people who have 
been bashed and then victim¬ 
ized and re-victimized by City 
Hall and the Hall of Justice,” 
Woods said. “There seems to 
be complacency in communi¬ 
ty organizations as to whether 
they can really help. When 
there’s a 31 percent increase 
in bashings in one year, we 
think it’s important to start 
making people discuss what 
can be done.” 

IRATE plans to begin 
with a poster campaign, 
which will graphically illus-

Gay Man Bashed 
At 18th and Sanchez

A gay man walking down 
the street in the Castro Dis¬ 
trict at night was bashed on 
April 6 at the corner of 18th 
St. and Sanchez by two 
teen-agers. 

“They jumped me,” said 
Stephen Wanczyk. “They 
came up, one on each side of 
me and one of them asked 
me for a light and one asked 
me a question about whether 
something was open down in 
the Castro.” 

Wanczyk, 23, said that he 
“knew something wasn’t 
kosher” about the teen-agers’ 
manner and when he realized 


that the questions were a pre¬ 
text to stall him, it was too 
late. 

“The next thing I knew, 
they were hitting me in the 
head and the face. I screamed 
and then I blacked out and 
fell. The next thing I knew 
the police were there,” he 
said. 

The assailants were not 
captured. 

Wancyzk said that the inci¬ 
dent couldn’t be technically 
classified as a hate crime by 
police because the two 
teen-age Hispanic males 
“didn’t say anything anti-gay.” 

But Wanczyk said that he

Confessed Killer's 
Trial Set for May 15

The confessed killer of a 
Russian River area gay man 
will go on trial May 15 for the 
crime in Santa Rosa. 

Paul Daniel Huyck will be 
tried for slaying Joseph 
Thomas Mitchell of 
Guerneville five days before 
Christmas 1990. 

Mitchell died after being 
stabbed 37 times, including 
once through the heart. 

Huyck alleges that he 
killed Mitchell after the gay 
man picked him up while 
hitchhiking and made sexual 
advances to him on Dec. 20, 
1990. Huyck said he was 
hitchhiking along River Road 
between Monte Rio and 
Guerneville. 

According to the Russian 
River News, Huyck claims 
that he “went off” after 
Mitchell allegedly grabbed his 
penis. Huyck allegedly hit the 
gay man over the head with a 
wine bottle and then repeat¬ 
edly stabbed him with a 
knife. 

Mike Konopka, a friend of 
Huyck, testified at a pre¬ 
liminary hearing last month 
that Huyck had been drinking 
earlier in the evening and was 
drunk and “distraught and 
burned out” when he arrived 
at his house after the alleged 
murder. 


Ironically, Konopka was 
the individual who earlier re¬ 
ported the incident to the 
Sonoma County Sheriff s De¬ 
partment. He had been driv¬ 
ing along River Road to offer 
a ride to Huyck, who had 
crashed a stolen motorcycle 
into the Russian River, when 
he found Mitchell staggering 
along the road shoulder, ac¬ 
cording to news accounts. 

Konopka testified that 
Mitchell had been stabbed 
and collapsed to the ground 
and that he drove into Monte 
Rio to summon aid. 

Huyck was at his house 
when sheriff s deputies called 
to say that Mitchell was dead. 

Huyck fled and was later 
arrested for the murder in 
Oregon. 

According to the Russian 
River News, Mitchell’s lover 
Ruben Martinez testified at 
the preliminary hearing that 
Mitchell had previously told 
him about three incidents 
when Mitchell picked up 
hitchhikers in the Guerneville 
area. Mitchell did not relate 
whether sexual incidents oc¬ 
curred with the hitchhikers in 
Mitchell’s car. 

Huyck, who is held with¬ 
out bail, was remanded to 
custody until the trial begins. 


Gay Congregations 
Mark Holidays

As Passover and Easter 
rapidly approach, lesbian, bi¬ 
sexual and gay organizations 
and individuals are planning 
to mark the holidays with 
contemplation and celebra¬ 
tion. 

Congregation Sha’ar Za- 
hav, the San Francisco les¬ 
bian and gay synagogue, will 
host a community Seder on 
April 18, the second night of 
Passover. More than 200 peo¬ 
ple are expected to attend the 
ceremony and dinner, which 
will be at Fort Mason’s Offi¬ 
cer Club and already is sold 
out. 

According to organizer 
Shirley Liberman, the tradi¬ 
tional Haggadah, which is the 
guide to the Passover’s histo¬ 
ry, prayers and songs, will be 
adapted by the rabbi and rit¬ 
ual committee to fit the con¬ 
gregation’s perspective. 

“It will be non-sexist and 
very reform,” Liberman said. 
“It’s specifically designed for 
a gay and lesbian synagogue.” 

Rabbi Yoel Kahn ex¬ 
plained the particular impor¬ 
tance of Passover to the Jew¬ 
ish lesbian and gay communi¬ 
ties. 

“Passover has a special 
meaning for gay and lesbian 
Jews,” Kahn said. “It is a hol¬ 
iday about the movement 
from oppression to liberation 
when we talk over and over 
again about the coming out of 
the Jews from Egypt, and as 
gay and lesbian people we 
learn that our coming out is 
an ongoing journey from op¬ 
pression to liberation.” 

Liberman explained that

the synagogue traditionally 
holds its Seder on the second 
night of Passover because 
many people hold smaller, 
more intimate Seders on the 
first night. 

For instance, a Bay Area 
lesbian and bisexual Jewish 
women’s group is holding a 
20-person Seder for group 
participants and close friends 
on April 17, the first night of 
Passover. 

“We cut and paste from a 
number of progressive, les¬ 
bian and feminist Haggadahs, 
we bring in poetry, and this 
year we’ll do a skit around 
the story (of Passover),” said 
Alina Ever, a group member. 

Ever added that she 
knows of at legist two other 
women’s or lesbian Seders 
taking place in the Bay Area. 

The Metropolitan Commu¬ 
nity Church on Eureka Street 
in the Castro celebrates East¬ 
er through a series of ser¬ 
vices, beginning with the 
Taize candlelight service on 
April 15.

Women-Only March Sparks Flap

Despite sparse publicity 
and a steady drizzle, more 
than 300 women attended the 
1992 Take Back the Night! 
Take Back Our Lives! march 
April 11. 

As women began to gather 
in Civic Center Plaza at 7 
p.m. for the initial rally, some 
shared their motivation for 
coming. 

“Women have been 
abused, and this is a way of 
making a stand that we’d like 
to feel safe in this society and 
in this world. (We’re here) to 
somehow communicate that 
we don’t feel safe in hopes of 


waking a consciousness so 
that the streets will be safe 
for our youngest daughter,” 
said Simone Dorman, who at¬ 
tended the rally with her part¬ 
ner Anne Dorman and their 
4 >/ 2 -year-old daughter. 

As the rally began, orga¬ 
nizers spoke about the magni¬ 
tude of violence against wom¬ 
en in this society. 

Shagufta, a march planner, 
announced that each year 
more than one million wom¬ 
en seek medical care for in¬ 
juries resulting from domestic 
violence, and that one in ev¬ 
ery three women is sexually 
abused by the age of 18. 

“Women’s rights are being 


encroached upon every day,” 
Shagufta said. “Women are 
afraid to be on the streets at 
night because of rape and as¬ 
sault, but that’s only the tip of 
the iceberg. We’re not safe on 
the streets or at home.” 

Controversy overtook the 
crowd when the rally shifted 
into a speak-out and one man 
and several women protested 
the planning committee’s de¬ 
cision to exclude men from 
the event. 

Two women removed 
their clothing revealing large 
penises painted on their ab¬ 
domens. A yelling match 
erupted over the women-only

Shock Waves Settle 


A s the dust settles from the recent changes in gov¬ 
ernment and the startled citizenry begins to ad¬ 
just to the sight of Richard Hongisto in Chief of 
Police drag and Doris Ward as Assessor, all 
eyes are focused on the newest member of the Board of 
Supervisors: Annemarie Conroy. 

The local press corps has been muttering and shaking 
its collective head about the fact that Conroy is Jordan’s 
goddaughter as though Jordan has violated some major 
taboo sacred to politics by appointing someone he knows 
to a key city post. 

Give me a break. 

Didn’t Myra Snyder, Agnos’ recently deposed deputy 
mayor of Health and Human Services, live with the May¬ 
or’s sister in a house in the Marina District? 

Snyder, described in newsspeak in an Examiner arti¬ 
cle as the mayor’s sister’s “housemate,” wielded a great 
more power in the government through her oversight 
and control of the Health Department than Conroy prob¬ 
ably ever will as supervisor. Former Department of 
Health director David Werdegar could probably write a 
book about that. 

So, what’s all the hue and cry? 

Well, among other things, Conroy is the third solid 
vote for the pro-development mayor on the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors. The other two solid votes are Bill Maher and 
Tom Hsieh. Alioto, Gonzales and Kennedy are probable 
votes on a variety of issues and Britt is also a possible 
Jordan supporter, depending on the issue. 

All Jordan ever needs on any issue except the budget 
— from symbolic foreign policy resolutions to funding 
proposals on AIDS prevention funds — is four votes and 
he’s veto proof. The mayor’s budget must be approved by 
eight supervisors. 

The other big deal is that the 28-year-old Conroy is a 
Republican, which is anathema to progressive Democrat¬ 
ic ideology. So there have been some unfair howls and 
political posturing about “the new right winger” on the 
board. 

Conroy’s not a right winger. 

And it’s going to be interesting to see what kind of leg¬ 
islation she introduces. 

From a look at her background, Conroy’s going to be 
extremely well-informed about the issues and may prove 
to be a mover and shaker who will make some signifi¬ 
cant contributions to the city in her post. 

As the shock waves settle from the chess game at City 
Hall, what remains to be answered is how the electorate 
views the appointments. 

Is Jordan fulfilling his mandate? 

A recent Examiner poll indicates his appointments 
were not popular, that he’s lost some ground with his po¬ 
litical base and the perception is that his fiancee, Wendy 
Paskin, wields too much power. But Jordan told the vot¬ 
ers that he needed six months to get the show on the 
road. 

He’s got three of those months left. 

Only time will tell. — Dennis Conkin

Sentinel's Homophobic Piece 

We hope that no Sentinel readers were fooled by 
John Leo’s opinion piece (“Is Activism Hurting Our 
Community?” SF Sentinel, April 9) into thinking that 
Leo is either a member of our community or a 
reputable commentator on lesbian/gay activism. Leo 
is a rabid homophobe who has for years, in his U.S. 
News & World Report column, attacked the goals as 
well as the tactics of the lesbian/gay civil rights move¬ 
ment, and promoted homophobia in general. A few 
examples: 

In a Feb. 20,1989 piece, Leo derided gay rights laws 
as “exercises in stigma removal.” 

In an Aug. 7, 1989 piece titled “Let’s Try Discrimi¬ 
nation for Once,” he attacked family rights for lesbian 
and gay couples. 

In a column on Oct. 6,1989, Leo claimed that gays 
were exploiting hate crimes committed against them 
in order to advance their “special-interest agenda.” 

In a column on Feb. 26, 1990, Leo defended Andy 
Rooney’s statement that “homosexual unions” lead 
to early death, commenting that “everybody knows 
that.” 

In a Dec. 10,1990 column Leo attacked “politically 
correct” education for being sensitive toward gays and 
lesbians. 

In a Sept. 10, 1990 piece Leo attacked the Robert 
Mapplethorpe exhibit and its defenders. 

In literally countless other columns and side 
remarks, Leo has used anecdotes and stereotypes to 
ridicule the very concept of lesbian and gay rights. 

When Leo finally agreed to meet with two 
GLAAD/NY representatives in 1990, Leo told them 
he opposed efforts to “legitimatize homosexuality” 
because someday a “cure” might be found. 

Leo was named GLAAD’s “Defamer of the Year” 
for 1990.

I am writing this letter to urge my friends and 
associates to continue to boycott the Sentinel, and to 
take the boycott a step further by contacting the Sen¬ 
tinel’s advertisers and urging them to withdraw their 
support of the Sentinel. Ray Chalker’s latest attack on 
the activist community in the guise of an editorial 
written by John Leo, an editor for the U.S. News & 
World Report, reads like a right-wing diatribe against 
ACT UP and Queer Nation, just another attempt to 
discredit the gay/lesbian/fag/queer/homo/bi 
movement. 

Comparing an ACT UP campaign against the 
Catholic Church to the Nazi rhetoric of the ’30s is sim¬ 
ply another half-cocked attempt to divide our commu¬ 
nity and weaken the structures that support change. 
Supporting the view that groups like ACT UP and 
Queer Nation are unstable elements in our commu¬ 
nity only further divides our community. 

Ray Chalker seems to have a personal vendetta 
against members of the community who have re¬ 
peatedly sacrificed their freedoms and risked their 
livelihoods for the sake of social change. My feeling 
is that Ray is not interested in social change of any sort. 
Perhaps he would prefer to live in the old world, 
where gay bars were busted by the cops, patrons lin¬ 
ed up for I.D., and names and addresses were listed 
in the local papers. Maybe Ray has a guilty conscience 
about the $20,000 dollars he accepted for “Basic In¬ 
stinct.” 

No matter what the motivation of Ray Chalker, we 
must realize the effect of these sorts of commentary. 
Divide and conquer is the theme. Destroy from within 
is the plan. Ray Chalker may continue to publish the 
Sentinel, but we don’t have to support it. Does Ray 
Chalker think that money for AIDS and a reform of 
the drug-delivery service, not to mention international 
communication and cooperation, could have hap¬ 
pened without the likes of ACT UP with chapters in 
almost every city worldwide? 

The progress that we have gained in the last ten 
years is solely attributable to groups such as ACT UP 
and Queer Nation. There are other powerful groups, 
but none that have had the fervor and the willingness 
to keep the pressure on in a time of global crisis. Mr. 
Chalker, if you do not know, AIDS is a holocaust. We 
have lost far more than 150,000 people to AIDS. Ac¬ 
tivism is not hurting our community, but the Sentinel 
is. In this most progressive of all cities this side of the 
Mississippi, where people are fighting to remain alive, 
there are still people like Ray Chalker who don’t mind 
riding in the backseat of the bus, and I find this to be 
the real threat. So Ray, why don’t you take some ad¬ 
vice?

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It's All Over But the Coronation 


I t’s all over for the 
Democrats except for the 
coronation of Bill Clinton 
at the July convention in 
New York. Jerry Brown, even 
with an improbable win in all 
the remaining primaries, can¬ 
not win the party nomination. 
So for better or worse, it’s Clin¬ 
ton against George Bush in No¬ 
vember. 

OK, so maybe the party of 
Jefferson could have (should 
have, in fact) given the voters 
someone better than Arkan¬ 
sas’ governor. Will this party 
ever learn when it comes to 
presidential nominees? But it’s 
not to be so. 

Do we vote another four 
years in November for Bush, 
Dan Quayle and an adminis¬ 
tration of Jesse Helms clones, 
or do we swallow hard and 
vote for change — Bill Clinton? 

There should be little ques¬ 
tion here. It’s time we get rid of 
Bush and Co. and elect the 
Democrat — any Democrat. 

From the beginning I have 
thought Clinton has, as the 
least of his downfalls, an in¬ 
tegrity problem. So what if the 
guy has a serious character 
problem? He’s still a damned 
sight better than another four 
years of Bush. So, let’s get used 
to Clinton, and try, at least, to 
warm up to him. 

Clinton’s handlers will tell 
you that their man has been 
preparing to run for president 
since he met John Kennedy at 
the early age of 16. So, why 
hasn’t he then been a bit better 
at watching himself if he has 
had a burning desire to be 
president since a teen-ager? 

So maybe a little (little?) 
marital infidelity, draft dodg¬ 
ing and college pot smoking 
got in his way.

On gay rights, Clinton says 
he supports gays in the mili¬ 
tary. Now he says he would ap¬ 
parently favor a national gay 
rights bill and promises an “all- 
out war” against the AIDS epi¬ 
demic (in Arkansas, however, 
gay rights activists give their 
governor relatively low marks 
on gay issues). 

I think Clinton would keep 
his promises to gay and lesbian 
activists as president. Bush is 
an utter failure on issues affect¬ 
ing gays and lesbians, and his 
record on the AIDS epidemic 
is one of total failure. 

Clinton supports abortion 
rights and is in favor of 
Medicaid funding of abortions, 
but he signed a parental 
notification law in Arkansas. 

Clinton is for universal 
health-care coverage largely 
financed by savings from con¬ 
taining costs and cutting 
overhead costs of private in¬ 
surers. The crime issue finds 
him favoring the death penal¬ 
ty for heinous crimes involving 
murder. He favors a waiting 
period and background check 
of gun buyers and favors a total 
ban on semiautomatic assault 
weapons. 

Clinton says he would cut 
defense spending 33 percent 
during the next five years and 
would use the savings to help 
finance his health-care plan, 
retrain displaced defense 
workers and other nonmilitary 
programs. 

He says he would be an “en¬ 
vironmental president” by ex¬ 
tending wilderness designa¬ 
tion to the Arctic National 
Wildlife Refuge to prevent oil 
and gas exploration there. 
Clinton is also opposed to fur-

ther development of wetlands. 

Regarding the troubled 
economy, Clinton favors a 
middle-income tax cut fi¬ 
nanced by more taxes on the 
rich; supports a capital gains 
tax cut for investments in 
small, new, job-creating 
businesses; favors tax credits 
for research and development, 
and for investment credit for 
business. Clinton says he 
would also expand tax credits 
for the working poor. 

Clinton favors a $10 billion 
loan guarantee to Israel but 
with unspecified conditions. 
He supported the Gulf War 
and supports the administra¬ 
tion on its Middle East process 
but is critical of U.S. pressure 
on Israel. He says settlements 
have not been helpful to the 
peace process in the Middle 
East. 

The Democrat favors the 
“fast track” approach in 
cementing trade relations with 
Mexico and other countries, 
and is for free trade in princi¬ 
ple but would swiftly use im¬ 
port sanctions against coun¬ 
tries that have a closed market 
policy to U.S. products. 

There, you have as much 
about Clinton as the rest of us 
know — save the rumors, in¬ 
nuendos, gossip and all the rest 
that is too well-known about 
the guy. 

Is Clinton another Franklin 
Roosevelt or even a John Ken¬ 
nedy? Not by any stretch of the 
imagination, but he’s certainly 
a giant compared to Bush. 

While it is, of course, true 
that many Democrats wish 
their standard-bearer was 
someone else this November, 
it’s not going to happen. So 
Clinton gets my vote over an 
anti-gay, non-caring, do- 
nothing Bush any day. 

At least with a change, gays 
and lesbians have a chance at 
having someone in the White 
House who cares about our 
rights. We have a chance of 
having a president who takes 
the AIDS epidemic seriously. 
We have a chance at having a 
president who actually cares 
about us. Clinton is looking 
more and more like that 
chance. 

Painful Memories 
Jerry Brown, the only re¬ 
maining presidential candi¬ 
date to address the state Dem¬ 
ocratic Convention in Los 
Angeles over the weekend, 
received a good reception, but 
still, many a delegate and par¬ 
ty worker was grumbling 
openly that it was Brown, as 
the ineffective state chair, who 
was responsible for Dianne 


Feinstein and Arlo Smith’s 
close statewide losses in the ’90 
election. 

Feinstein lost to Pete Wilson 
by a couple of hundred thou¬ 
sand votes, while Smith lost to 
the ultraconservative Dan 
Lungren by 27,000 out of seven 
million votes cast. Many 
believe that an effective effort 
by the Brown-led party 
machinery would have meant 
victories for both Democrats. 

Arlo Smith, incidentally, at¬ 
tended the Demo convention 
last weekend and was urged by 
more than a few to take on 
Lungren again when the anti¬ 
gay attorney general comes up 
for re-election in 1994. 

Tennis great Arthur Ashe 
was asked last week if he could 
offer any message to people 
like himself who have AIDS. 
Sounding hopeful, Ashe said, 
“I would say take care of your¬ 
self. You never know what 
breakthroughs are just around 
the corner.” 

While women officeholders 
around the nation are still 
underrepresented in state gov¬ 
ernment cabinet posts, they 
are doing better. According to 
a survey released this week by 
the National Women’s Political 
Caucus, the nation’s governors 
appointed women to one in 
four cabinet posts this year, 
making it a new high. The 
NWPC survey shows that 
more women are gaining in¬ 
fluence through political ap¬ 
pointments than by elections. 
More women now actually 
serve in top state jobs than 
serve in the U.S. House (6 per¬ 
cent) and state legislatures (18 
percent). A Republican gover¬ 
nor, William Weld of Massa¬ 
chusetts, also considered the 
nation’s most pro-gay gover¬ 
nor, incidentally, topped the 
NWPC survey as the governor 
with the best record of 
appointing women to top jobs, 
with five women in his 
11-member state cabinet. 

Secretary of State March 
Fong Eu announced that the 
first statewide initiative to 
qualify for the November 
ballot is the so-called “right to 
die” measure. The initiative 
would allow doctors to assist in 
ending the life of a terminally 
ill patient in a “painless, 
humane and dignified man¬ 
ner” with the signed, wit¬ 
nessed consent of the patient. 

Sleaze politics: I would have 
to agree with the Examiner’s 
Bill Mandel that the charge 
from U.S. Senate candidate 
Gray Davis’ camp that Dianne 
Feinstein is “the Leona 
Helmsley of American poli-

The board last week unan¬ 
imously endorsed Shelley for 
its president. Supervisor Bill 
Maher had lobbied hard for 
the post but did not have 
enough votes for considera¬ 
tion. 

“The appointment will al¬ 
low city government to be 
compassionate and yet effi¬ 
cient. I am confident that the 
current board will strive to 
deliver basic services to San 
Franciscans while recognizing 
the need to balance the bud¬ 
get in the midst of a national 
economic recession,” Shelley 
said in a press statement 
about the appointments. 

Shelley said that the board 
has important responsibilities 
to the city’s citizenry. 

“As I begin my new re¬ 
sponsibilities, I am reminded 
why we’re all really here: to 
work hard for the people of 
San Francisco, to always tell 
the truth, to do the utmost to 
deliver the basic services to 
which all San Franciscans are 
entitled,” he said. 

Acknowledging the politi¬ 
cal factionalism and often 
open hostility between mem¬ 
bers, Shelley said a key re¬ 
sponsibility was for the board 
“to conduct itself in a civil 
fashion and to never fail to re¬ 
spect those who don’t always 
agree with us on every issue.” 

In his press statement, 
Shelley said that the board 
faces tough choices: balancing 
the budget while the city’s 
deficit is estimated to be more 
than $140 million. ▼

Brown Defends AIDS Drug Link

LOS ANGELES - Older 
lesbians and gays remember 
Jerry Brown back in the mid- 
1970s when he was the gover¬ 
nor of California — when he 
signed an executive order 
banning discrimination 
against gays in state govern¬ 
ment, when he signed a bill 
decriminalizing consensual 
sex, when he appointed open 
lesbians and gays to myriad 
posts from the Commission 
on Aging to the State Medical 
Board. 

They remember Jerry 
Brown visiting his friend 
Sheldon Andelson in the hos¬ 
pital as the openly gay busi¬ 
nessman and Brown-ap¬ 
pointee to the California 
Board of Regents lay dying of 
AIDS. Brown spoke at his fu¬ 
neral. 

But these are only memo¬ 
ries. What young lesbians 
and gays remember is 
Brown’s successor, Gov. 
George Deukmejian, turning 
a deaf ear to cries for help 
with the AIDS crisis and 
more recently Gov. Pete Wil¬ 
son’s betrayal with his veto of 
AB 101, which would have 
made anti-gay bias in jobs and 
housing illegal. 

Weary of that betrayal, 
some gay and AIDS activists 
have wondered aloud about 
Brown as the Democratic can¬ 
didate who wears the red rib¬ 
bon, but, shouts the March 29 
Washington Post headline, is 
“Tied to Firm Faulted for 
AIDS Drug.” 

Brown, the Post piece said, 
sat on the board of directors 
of a firm whose parent com¬ 
pany, ICN Pharmaceuticals, 
“paid a $400,000 penalty to 
settle federal charges that it 
falsely promoted an anti- 
AIDS drug,” ribavirin. 

Without admitting any 
wrongdoing, ICN settled two 
suits last year that charged 
the company with falsely pro¬ 
moting the drug as a treat¬ 
ment for AIDS, then as being 
effective in delaying the pro¬ 
gression of AIDS. News re¬ 
ports at the time said that 
ICN Pharmaceutical stock 
shot up immediately after the 
announcement, although the 
drug had not yet received ap¬ 
proval by the Food and Drug 
Administration for combat¬ 
ting HIV disease. 

Additionally, the Post said, 
the company is run by long¬ 
time Brown supporter Milan 
Panic, on whose behalf 
Brown called Rep. Henry 
Waxman, D-Calif., chair of 
the House Energy and Corn- 


people who follow consumer 
advocate Ralph Nader and 
the Rev. Jesse Jackson. 

In the middle of a tour of 
the barrio with Father Grego- 
teering, pointing out that he 
“was not associated with that 
company but with a sub¬ 
sidiary,” ICN Biomedical, 
which does not market drugs. 

Brown also suggested that 
the Washington Post was try¬ 
ing to make something out of 
nothing. 

“The only thing I know 
about (the Post story) is that 
Mr. Panic believes he’s got a 
drug that’s helpful against 
AIDS and he fought with the 
FDA to get it approved,” 
Brown said. “It is approved 
for little babies for respirato¬ 
ry diseases. It’s approved in 
Ireland for AIDS-related 
work. The FDA doesn’t agree 
with them. There have been 
clinical trials and Panic thinks 
that they have proved some¬ 
thing and other people think 
they don’t prove what he 
thinks they prove. That’s 
what I know.” 

Brown acknowledges that 
he called Waxman, but says 
his intention was to ask ques¬ 
tions. 

“Yeah, I called Waxman,” 
Brown said, “because the 
FDA was not rendering a 
judgment and Panic was very 
frustrated by it. So I said, 
‘Hey, Henry, what’s going 
on?’ I had a conversation for 
a couple of minutes and Hen¬ 
ry didn’t make any commit¬ 
ments. I called him out of in¬ 
quiry and it’s totally proper. I 
don’t have any pressure over 
Henry Waxman. I’m not a 
ry Boyle, the Jesuit priest 
who was recently profiled on 
“60 Minutes” as an anti-gang 
advocate, Brown telephoned 
old friend Morris Kight who 
he heard was ill. 

Kight, a founder of the 
Gay Liberation Front on the 
West Coast, later said that he 
had urged Brown to “gradual¬ 
ly stop his emphasis on cam¬ 
paigning for president and be 
the light of the movement” 
for all the people, much as 
Jackson is for the Rainbow 
Coalition. 

Queer National Jamie 
Green, a Brown delegate to 
the National Democratic Con¬ 
vention and also a former 
Brown appointee, says that 
while Brown will probably 
not get the nomination, he 
will play a key role in setting 
the tone for the convention — 
a tone of inclusion. And 
then, Green says, “we must 
defeat George Bush by any 
means necessary.” ▼

Brown Clarifies Stand on Gay Unions 

WASHINGTON — Jerry Brown’s campaign has issued a 
“clarification” of the candidate’s position on gay marriages 
after a campaign volunteer responded to a questionnaire for 
the campaign without Brown’s knowledge. Clarifying the 
earlier statement which had been made without the cam¬ 
paign’s authorization, Brown deputy press aide Tom Pier 
on April 1 released the candidate’s official position on the 
issue: “Although Gov. Brown supports the intent of the Do¬ 
mestic Partnership Act (including the rights of some same- 
sex couples to health and other benefits), he feels that this 
legislation should be pursued at the local level. He does not 
support federal legislation recognizing gay and lesbian mar¬ 
riages.” A report in the April 2 Daily News cited “sources” 
in the Brown campaign who said that, after the original an¬ 
swers became public, they became concerned that the cam¬ 
paign was “too far out on a limb” on the controversial issue 
and sought to position itself on more politically moderate 
terrain. —Cliff O'Neill 

Son: Bush Against Homophobic Tactics 

WASHINGTON — Leaders of the nation’s largest gay rights 
organizations are reacting with some skepticism to state¬ 
ments made by President Bush’s son Jeb that his father’s 
campaign for re-election would eschew “homophobic tac¬ 
tics.” Jeb Bush, chairman of the Florida Bush-Quayle cam¬ 
paign, made the comments on CNN’s “Larry King Live” in re¬ 
sponse to a question from the show’s host about racially 
charged, anti-Semitic and anti-gay attacks leveled at the 
Bush camp from Republican challenger Patrick Buchanan. 

“I think that there are people in the Bush campaign that 
have spoken out directly against Buchanan for what he’s 
said,” Bush told King. “And my dad, in every speech that he 
gave in Florida (before the March 10 primary), spoke out 
very forcefully against racism and anti-Semitism and, you 
know, the homophobic tactics that are being used more and 
more in our society, and that’s on the record.” Buchanan, 
who has since toned down his attacks on the president, 
raised the specter of anti-gay sentiment in Southern Super 
Tuesday states by placing on the air highly controversial 
TV ads blasting Bush for supporting so-called “homosexual 
pornography.” “Jeb Bush’s use of the word homophobia, in 
my mind, means he knows the nomenclature of discrimina¬ 
tion against gays and has pondered that in his mind,” said 
Robert Bray, spokesman for the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force. “And that bodes well for gays in this camp in 
this election. The question I have is, how much of that is 
getting up to his dad?” —Cliff O'Neill 

Brown Visits Lesbian and Gay Dance 

Presidential candidate Jerry Brown visited New York City’s 
Lesbian and Gay Community Services Center April 4 to 
speak about his commitment to gays and lesbians. Brown 
had been at a dinner party at the home of NYQ magazine 
political columnist Allen Roskoff before dropping in at the 
center where a Women and Friends Freedom Dance was 
under way. “I had assembled some representatives of the 
lesbian and gay community in my home to talk to Mr. 
Brown about our issues,” Roskoff said. “We discussed the 
importance of public figures reaching out to the gay com¬ 
munity.”

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State AIDS Funds Ebb, Flow 

Marks Bill Would Add $15.5 Million 
But Revenue Source Not Yet Nailed Down

Despite all the talk of red 
ink in Sacramento, a bill to 
increase state funding for 
AIDS programs is advancing 
through the appropriations 
process. 

The bill, proposed by Sen. 
Milton Marks, would aug¬ 
ment state AIDS money by 
$15.5 million. Where the actu¬ 
al dollars are supposed to 
come from has yet to be 
nailed down, however. 

Marks’ bill represents a 
compromise by its communi¬ 
ty sponsors, ACT UP/Golden 
Gate in San Francisco and 
the statewide LIFE AIDS 
Lobby. 

The main portion of the in¬ 
crease, $8 million, will go to 
adding more medications and 
clients to California’s AIDS 
Drug Program. That pro¬ 
gram, a focus for ACT 
UP/Golden Gate in the past 
year, helps moderate-income 
people pay for certain AIDS 
treatments. 

Another $5.5 million is 
dedicated to the AIDS pre¬ 
vention and education efforts 
the LIFE Lobby was promot¬ 
ing. The bill specifically re¬ 
quires the state to identify 
populations most at risk for 
HIV transmission and to tai¬ 
lor specific programs for 
them. A strong measure of 
community control of these 
programs also is mandated. 

While celebrating the sub¬ 
committee’s passage of the 
bill, Laurie McBride, the 
LIFE Lobby’s director, 
sounded a cautionary note. 

“Even if the augmentation 
money were doubled, it 
wouldn’t be enough. It’s all so 
frustrating I can’t stand it,” 
McBride said. 

State AIDS expenditures 
have been constant for the 
past four years while the 
number of people with AIDS 
in California has almost dou¬ 
bled. 


The next step for the 
Marks bill is consideration by 
the full Senate. If passed, it 
will go on to the Assembly- 
Senate conference committee 
piecing together the entire 
state budget. It then would 
have to go back to both hous¬ 
es for approval as part of the 
whole budget package. 

Beyond the Senate, the 
augmentation bill’s fate is un¬ 
certain. The bill’s main weak¬ 
ness is that it locates no 
source of funds to finance its 
provisions. 

Marks aide Mike Bosia ar¬ 
gues, “The programs in this 
bill will successfully prevent 
new infection and illness in 
people with HIV. They will 
reduce total state expendi¬ 
tures.” 

This argument may not be 
enough for members of the 
Assembly. Democrats there 
are frantically preparing 
across-the-board cuts for all 
state departments. Further re¬ 
ductions could reach 18 per¬ 
cent, depending on the ulti¬ 
mate shortfall in next year’s 
tax revenues. 

These target reductions 
would be applied to each de¬ 
partment as a whole. The 
Democrats’ plan appears to 
contain a political ploy that 
probably will kill it: Gov. 
Pete Wilson would have to 
take responsibility — and 
blame — for cutting programs 
within the departments to 
reach the target. 

Leslie Medina, Assembly 
Speaker Willie Brown’s bud¬ 
get specialist, said, “We have 
no interest in cutting AIDS 
budgets, but everybody will 
get touched by the end of the 
budget process.” 

To McBride, “Any time 
the AIDS budget is on the 
table, we should react strong¬ 
ly. This is not just a ploy; it’s 
a serious threat.” 

What about the Marks aug¬ 
mentation bill? Is that just a 
ploy or is it a serious effort? 


'Gay United Way'

A Cathedral City man has 
begun a United Way-like or¬ 
ganization to raise money for 
lesbian and gay groups 
around the country. 

David Garkawe is execu¬ 
tive director of United We 
Stand, a non-profit corpora¬ 
tion that won state approval 
in March. 

“We will take worthy 
groups that are in the gay and 
lesbian community and help 
them do what they do, we’re 
not going to initiate programs 
of our own,” Garkawe said. 
“We just want to assist other 
groups. At this point in time, 
finances seem to be the 
biggest obstacle to success.” 

In addition to providing fi¬ 
nancial support, United We 
Stand plans to build commu¬ 
nication networks between 
existing organizations. 
Garkawe said that college gay 
and lesbian groups would be 
the first target for network¬ 
ing. 

The agency also plans to 
promote and develop gay and 
lesbian arts and culture. 


“Our bottom line is to 
work toward the elimination 
of discrimination on the basis 
of sexual orientation,’’ 
Garkawe said. 

United We Stand will be¬ 
gin soliciting for donations by 
June, according to Garkawe. 
Fundraising will include di¬ 
rect-mail advertising, benefits 
at bars and employee payroll 
deductions. 

Garkawe said that he al¬ 
ready had received several re¬ 
quests for grants and that he 
had found some interested 
donors. 

United We Stand plans to 
distribute its first grants at 
the end of 1992. 

“In the back of my head 
I’ve always wanted to make a 
difference and work for some 
sort of cause,” Garkawe said. 
“There’s not a whole lot of 
people helping the gay and 
lesbian community. We really 
have to help ourselves.”

The LIFE AIDS Lobby and 
ACT UP/Golden Gate agree 
that they will not compete 
with other needed social ser¬ 
vices to obtain the AIDS aug¬ 
mentation money. 

Todd Kooyers points to 
streamlining the Medi-Cal ad¬ 
ministration as one source of 
savings that could be trans¬ 
ferred to AIDS. Another 
source he has in mind is the 
$85 million set aside for a 
new desert park for off-road 
vehicles. 

Meanwhile, more state 
AIDS funds are in jeopardy. 
Assembly Bill 2346, the so- 
called “deficit trigger bill” in¬ 
troduced in March by Speak¬ 
er Willie Brown, D-San Fran¬ 
cisco, would allow the gover¬ 
nor to take reductions of up 
to 18 percent from various ex¬ 
isting local programs. 

The cuts would be made 
in increments of 6 percent 
and would be “triggered” by 
each $645 million in deficits 
above the already existing $2 
billion deficit. 

According to John Dunn- 
Mortimer, lobbyist for AIDS 
Project Los Angeles, “A 6 
percent trigger cut would 
cause $3 million in reductions 
primarily to prevention and 
education; AIDS drug and 
home health-care programs.” 

The bill, which passed the 
Assembly April 2, is in the 
Senate Rules Committee. T

care to the city’s burgeoning 
population of people with se¬ 
rious HIV-related disease. By 
the end of last week, though, 
it was doubtful that the de¬ 
partment could launch any 
new programs this year, in¬ 
cluding expanding San Fran¬ 
cisco General’s AIDS Clinic 
just to hold its present patient 
load. 

Beside the district health 
center upgrade, the depart¬ 
ment was set to spend money 
on such widely publicized 
HIV-related initiatives as a 
model needle-exchange pro¬ 
gram for IV drug users, im¬ 
provement of substance abuse 
treatment services ($3 million 
was needed just to make up 
for reductions in federal fund¬ 
ing), condom distribution in 
welfare offices and schools, 
and start up of a lesbian and 
gay youth center. 

A residence for people 
with AIDS dementia already 
had been deferred in a previ¬ 
ous round of budget reduc¬ 
tions that largely spared pub¬ 
lic services. Administrative 
savings and increased rev¬ 
enue generation were sup¬ 
posed to fill that first $44 mil¬ 
lion gap in city support. 

Nine million of the present 
$20 million loss had been set 
aside for supervisors’ favorite 
projects last summer. This 
money was part of a new 
yearly Medi-Cal payments due 
the Health Department by the 
state because of the dispro¬ 
portionate amount of indigent 
clients San Francisco General 
Hospital serves. (The city’s 
general fund was slated to ab¬ 
sorb the rest of the $27 mil¬ 
lion payment.) 

On Feb. 17, Mayor Jordan 
promised in writing to pre¬ 


serve this $9 million set aside. 
One of the main sponsors of 
last summer’s resolution was 
Kevin Shelley, the new pres¬ 
ident of the Board of Supervi- 
sors. 

Shelley said, “The mayor’s 
request to cut $20 million is 
totally unacceptable given the 
continuing problems in the 
community such as the AIDS 
epidemic. We have to be ag¬ 
gressive in dealing with the 
Mayor’s Office.” 

Shelley would not rule out 
new taxes or other revenue 
increases to make up for the 
missing money. 

At Mayor Jordan’s office, 
spokeswoman Staci Walters 
defended the new budget 
bloodletting by pointing to 
the ever-burgeoning munici¬ 
pal deficit, now pegged at 
$148 million next year. She 
also noted that budget reduc¬ 
tions are still under discus¬ 
sion. Next year’s proposed 
budget will not be finalized 
until June 1. 

Previously, Frank Jordan 
had strongly stated his inten¬ 
tion to maintain San Francis¬ 
co’s AIDS programs. Walters 
now tempered that commit¬ 
ment, saying only, “Frank Jor¬ 
dan has great respect for the 
magnitude of the AIDS prob¬ 
lem, and it remains a top pri¬ 
ority in his administration.” 

Others complain that the 
Health Department is being 
specially singled out because 
it got through the first round 
of city fund shrinkage this 
winter relatively unscathed. 

“The department is being 
penalized because it was cre¬ 
ative,” Shelley said. 

According to Hernandez, 
“It’s demoralizing that the 
Health Department is taking a 
disproportionate share of the 
cuts despite the epidemic.”

GLAAD Awards Show 
'Accentuates Positive'

All the activists who wor¬ 
ried that the Gay and Lesbian 
Alliance Against Defamation 
was mellowing out to the 
point of pandering to the 
mainstream can relax. 
GLAAD/LA’s April 11 
awards show at the Beverly 
Hilton Hotel was beautifully 
produced, chock full of 
celebrities and very, very po¬ 
litical. 

The theme for the evening 
was “accentuate the positive 
and eliminate the negative,” 
starting with a well-received 
video highlighting news clips 
of the AB 101 protests. 

Clips such as protestors 
chanting, “We’re here! We’re 
queer! And so are some of 
you!” got loud applause from 
the crowd of 600 as did the 
coming out of Jeff Horton at 
the Los Angeles School Board 
and Debra Chasnoff and Bill 
Lauch at the Academy 
Awards. 

A hush of anticipation fell 
over the banquet room during 
“The Kiss” from “L.A. Law” 
followed by much relieved 
laughter for a full-lips kiss on 
“The Simpsons.” 

Actress Judith Light, one 
of the gay community’s best 
friends, hosted the show. 
Among the award recipients 
was FOX TV News (KTTV) 
reporter Michelle Holden, 
who said that when she sub¬ 
mitted her script for a five- 
part series on gay and lesbian 
teen-agers, the Fox Legal De¬ 
partment sent it back with a 
note saying, “We like it legal¬ 
ly. We like it personally.” 

Producer Trace Percy 
thanked Gov. Wilson for the 
“colorful background” where 
“queers were unashamed of 


being who they are.” 

“Cheers’ ” star and award 
presenter Ted Danson 
quipped about the pansy in 
the salad: “I ate mine and it 
was quite good.” 

KCOP TV commentator 
and sometimes political candi¬ 
date Bill Press got a standing 
ovation with his “bash back” 
AB 101 award-winning com¬ 
mentary rebuking “mean-spir¬ 
ited gay-bashing bigots” like 
the Rev. Lou Sheldon and es¬ 
pecially Gov. Pete Wilson: 
“He’s worse than gutless.” 

Press called for a new 
president to deal with the na¬ 
tional AIDS crisis and for the 
media to stop portraying gays 
and lesbians as “ice pick car¬ 
rying creatures from outer 
space.” 

Authors Dr. Lillian Fader- 
man and Paul Monette re¬ 
ceived GLAAD/LA’s Visibili¬ 
ty Award. Faderman thanked 
the community without 
whose support she couldn’t 
write. 

In presenting the award to 
Monette, actor Bruce Davison 
said that Monette “is a per¬ 
sonal hero of mine” and that 
“Borrowed Time” was the ba¬ 
sis for his deathbed scene in 
“Longtime Companion.” 

In accepting his award, 
Monette said he is often 
asked to “stand in for people” 
at their bedsides. They ask 
him, “tell my story too.” In 
the end, Monette said, “The 
queer heart must do more 
than survive. It must flourish. 
Courage.” 

Lesbian comedienne Lyn¬ 
da Montomery added some 
lighter touches with the GAG 
Awards (GLAAD anti-gay) to 
such lesbian- and gay-negative 
favorites as Mel Gibson and 
Pat Buchanan. 



Other winners included 
singer Phranc, The Gay and 
Lesbian Media Coalition, The 
L.A. Reader, the “Roc” 
episode with Richard 
Roundtree as the gay brother 
marrying a white man, “L.A. 
Law’s” “The Nut Before 
Christmas” about a lesbian 
mother (and C.J. Lamb’s ex) 
trying to keep custody of her 
child, “Roseanne,” “Fried 
Green Tomatoes,” and 
“Frankie and Johnnie.” 

Actor James Woods ap¬ 
peared to present the 
“Frankie and Johnnie” award 
to writer Terence McNally 
and producers Alexandra 
Rose and Garry Marshall. 

In his acceptance remarks, 
McNally, who is openly gay, 
said that he was prepared to 
“do battle” to get his gay cou¬ 
ple included in the film but 
found there was no problem. 

“Sometimes we make bar¬ 
riers,” McNally said. “Gay 
and lesbian pride begins with 
honesty. We must tell our sto¬ 
ries, tell the truth, and be 
proud to be gay.”V

“He made a right turn on 
Irene Street where he found 
what was a secluded spot 
with no houses or people 
around. I thought he was go¬ 
ing to release me when he 
asked me to get out of the ve¬ 
hicle, but instead he threw 
me to the ground, scraping 
my right knee and right arms. 


I also received bruises on my 
left knee, left arm and my 
glasses fell off my face so 
hard that they broke,” Maes- 
tas said. 

The officer then allegedly 
kicked him in the lower 
chest, saying, “That will teach 
you a lesson, faggot,” Maestas 
said. 

He was then driven by the 
officer to the jail and booked 
for tampering with a vehicle, 
a violation of the state Vehi¬ 
cle Code. 

A case number has been 


assigned to the incident and it 
is under investigation. 

Officer Veronica Damon, a 
spokesperson for the San Jose 
Police Department, told the 
Bay Area Reporter that she 
was “unable to confirm or 
deny” whether the depart¬ 
ment’s Internal Affairs Divi¬ 
sion was investigating the in¬ 
cident. 

Damon said, however, that 
the San Jose Police Depart¬ 
ment “does not tolerate homo- 
phobic comments” from offi¬ 
cers serving the public. ▼

NEW YORK - In an emo¬ 
tional news conference, May¬ 
or David Dinkins April 9 
named Ronald Johnson, a 
leading AIDS activist in the 
black and Latino community, 
to a new post overseeing all 
city efforts to combat AIDS. 

And Johnson, who is gay, 
then revealed that he has test¬ 
ed positive for the AIDS 
virus. 

Dinkins — who only the 
day before learned that his 
old friend, tennis great 
Arthur Ashe, had AIDS — 
said if he had known about 
Johnson’s condition, it would 
only have reinforced his 
resolve to make him citywide 
coordinator of AIDS policy. 

The mayor said it signaled 
a “greater sensitivity and con¬ 
cern” for the plight of those 
with AIDS. 

The head of the Minority 
Task Force on AIDS, Johnson 
said his response to AIDS 
was shaped directly by the 
fact that he is gay, black, and 
HIV positive. 

“I have experienced the 
fear, hysteria, despair and 
anger that has gripped nearly 
every gay person who has 
been confronted by the reality 
of AIDS,” he said. “The AIDS 
epidemic is real to me. I have 
experienced the silence over 
the impact of AIDS on people 
of color. I have experienced 
the denial of AIDS within 
communities of color.” 

And, he concluded, “I have 
experienced the shock, the de¬ 
nial, anger, and even the 
shame that so many other 
HIV-positive people have ex¬ 
perienced upon being given 
that dreaded test result.” 

Johnson, 44, who is di¬ 
vorced and has a 23-year-old 
son, said he learned he had 
the AIDS virus in October 
1989. ▼

a member of the church staff, 
the Taize service comes from 
France and is a time for 
prayer through meditation. 

On April 16, MCC holds a 
potluck Seder meal at 7 p.m., 
which people of all back¬ 
grounds are welcome to at¬ 
tend. 

“The Seder is designed to 
be an appreciation of and con¬ 
nection with our Jewish sis¬ 
ters and brothers, solidarity,” 
Vierra said. 

MCC will hold Good Fri¬ 
day services at noon and 7:30 
p.m. on April 17; the Great 
Vigil of Easter, which in¬ 
cludes the lighting of the 
Easter candle, at 10:30 p.m. 
on April 18; and Easter Sun¬ 
day Masses at 9 am., 11 a.m., 
and 7 p.m. on April 19.

Lesbian Joins Race for President 

Lesbian poet Eileen Myles has filed papers with the New 
York State Board of Elections to be a write-in candidate for 
the 1992 presidential elections. “As a working-class woman 
who still makes under $20,000 a year, there are a lot more 
people like me in America than like George Bush,” Myles 
said in filing her candidacy. “In grade school I learned that 
taxation without representation is tyranny, but I don’t see 
people like me represented in the White House or by any of 
the other candidates.” Myles said that health care was the 
biggest plank in her platform. She also is pro-choice and 
criticizes the lack of American political opposition, saying, 
“The two-party system is really a one-party system.” 


Gay Rights Championed in N.Y. Race 

Three contenders for the Democratic Senate nomination 
from New York voiced support for lesbian and gay civil 
rights in a debate sponsored by the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign Fund March 22. Attorney General Bob Adams, 
Comptroller Elizabeth Holtzman and activist A1 Sharpton 
all pledged to co-sponsor the Lesbian and Gay Civil Rights 
Bill and support increased federal efforts to combat AIDS. 
They attacked incumbent Sen. A1 D’Amato for his failure to 
be supportive in these areas. Former U.S. Rep. Geraldine 
Ferraro and Congressman Bob Mrazek, the other two candi¬ 
dates in the Democratic primary, were unable to attend the 
debate but both sent statements supporting HRCF’s legisla¬ 
tive agenda. 


Bill Sets Hate Sentencing Guideline 

WASHINGTON — Sen. Paul Simon, D-Ill., and Rep. 

Charles Schumer, D-N.Y., on April 2 introduced to 
Congress twin measures that call for mandatory sentencing 
guidelines for crimes motivated by racial, religious, ethnic 
or sexual orientation bias. The Hate Crimes Sentencing En¬ 
hancement Act calls on the U.S. Sentencing Commission to 
increase by three or more sentencing levels the federal 
penalties for certain crimes if they are motivated by bias. 
The measure would effectively increase penalties for the 
crimes by one third. The proposal follows 1990’s Hate 
Crimes Statistics Act, sponsored by Simon and Rep. John 
Conyers, D-Mich., which ordered the Federal Bureau of In¬ 
vestigation to collect data on bias crimes. — Cliff O'Neill 


Buchanan' Defamer of the Year' 

For the second year in a row, right-wing columnist-turned- 
presidential candidate Pat Buchanan was cited by the Gay 
and Lesbian Alliance Against Defamation as “Defamer of 
the Year” at GLAAD’s annual Media Awards held April 6 
in New York City. Last year Buchanan wrote that “a viscer¬ 
al recoil from homosexuality is the natural reaction of a 
healthy society wishing to preserve itself.” More recently, 
while appearing on Atlanta’s WGST-FM Feb. 27, Buchanan 
called AIDS “nature’s form of retribution” against homosex¬ 
uals. Also cited for defamation were Mel Gibson, who dis¬ 
paraged gays in a December 1991 interview with the Span¬ 
ish newspaper El Pais; the films “JFK” and “Father of the 
Bride” for stereotypical portrayals of gay characters; Oliver 
North who warned Feb. 19 in a C-SPAN interview of the 
“dangers” of admitting gays into the Boy Scouts; Cracker 
Barrel restaurants for its employment policy against gays 
and lesbians; the Boy Scouts of America for its anti-gay pol¬ 
icy; and Readers Digest for its attacks on government-spon¬ 
sored AIDS education and the New York Lesbian and Gay 
Film Festival. 

AmFAR Launches Fight Against TB 

The American Foundation for AIDS Research plans to 
bring together leaders from medicine, public health and 
public policy to coordinate an effective response to the 
growing problem of tuberculosis in American cities. We 
are alarmed not only about the incidence of TB in our dis¬ 
advantaged and homeless populations, but also about the 
surge in cases of multi-drug resistant tuberculosis and the 
great threat both situations pose to the American people, 
particularly those with HIV/AIDS,” a written statement 
from AmFAR reads. AmFAR also called for at least $285 
million in supplemental federal funding this year and $930 
million next year to fight TB. 


Sire Release to Support Gay Magazine 

Musicians Lou Reed, Debbie Harry, David Byrne and k. d. 
lang are just some of the artists performing on a Sire 
Records release to support OUT, a new national gay and 
lesbian magazine scheduled to debut in June. Charter sub¬ 
scribers to the magazine will receive the 17-track CD, which 
also features Morrissey, Erasure, Marc Almond, Primal 
Scream, Danielle Dax and John Wesley Harding. Out maga¬ 
zine will have exclusive distribution rights for the CD, 
which will be available to subscribers April 15 by calling 
Out’s information line at 1-800-876-1199. “At a challenging 
time for gay men and lesbians, Sire felt we should express 
our solidarity any way we could,” Sire General Manager 
Howard Klein said. “Naturally, our music offers the most 
effective means for us to communicate that.”

Illegal Tattooing Under 
Scrutiny in Indiana

INDIANAPOLIS - Tattoo¬ 
ing isn’t just for tough guys 
and sailors anymore, but In¬ 
diana law says it shouldn t be 
for anybody unless the tattoo 
artist is a physician. 

Not that the law is en¬ 
forced. There are few adver¬ 
tised tattoo parlors, but the 
trade apparently is flourishing 
in Indiana. 

Tattooist Jeff Hamilton, 31, 
says business is booming at 
Artistic Skin Designs in Indi¬ 
anapolis and his clients cer¬ 
tainly do not fit the stereo¬ 
type of the tattooed circus 
lady or would-be tough guys. 

“At least 50 percent of my 
clients are women,” Hamilton 
said. “And I’m seeing a lot 
more older professional men 
coming in for their first tat¬ 
too.” 

What his clients probably 
aren’t aware of is that if Hamil¬ 
ton doesn’t have a degree in 
medicine or osteopathy, un¬ 
der Indiana law he’s practic¬ 
ing medicine without a li¬ 
cense. 

The Indiana Medical Li¬ 
censing Board in 1985 moved 
to shut down the business of 
tattooist Kevin Brady in 
Bloomington, who said he 
had worked in California 
with a clientele that Included 
movie stars. He fought the 
state in court and lost. 

The Indiana Court of Ap¬ 
peals ruled that tattooing, 
even for purely aesthetic pur¬ 
poses, constitutes the practice 
of medicine. 

Even if a tattoo parlor pro¬ 
cedures were supervised by a 
physician, the practice still 
would be illegal, said William 
Daily, chief counsel to Attor¬ 
ney General Linley Pearson. 

When Hamilton was asked 
if a licensed physician super¬ 
vised his place, he said yes, 
but when asked for the doc¬ 
tor’s name, he said, “You’re 
welcome to check with our 
lawyer,” but then declined to 


say who the lawyer was. 

Daily explained that while 
nurses and other non-physi¬ 
cians legally can do certain in¬ 
vasive medical procedures, it 
is only because they have a 
special legal exemption to do 
those things. Tattooists have 
no such exemption, he said. 

“If the medical licensing 
board or local officials chose 
to restrict or eliminate the 
process of tattooing in Indi¬ 
ana, they could possibly do so 
under the statute,” Daily said. 
“I have no idea why they 
have decided not to restrict 
tattooing to doctors, who ob¬ 
viously wouldn’t do it. There 
are a number of other laws 
that are not uniformly en¬ 
forced, such as the gambling 
laws. Plenty of bingo parlors 
around don’t meet the qualifi¬ 
cations.” 

Ronald Elberger, attorney 
for the medical licensing 
board, said it would be up to 
the Attorney General’s Office 
to start the ball rolling. He 
said, however, the attorney 
general might choose to act in 
the board’s name, as in the 
Brady case. 

Generally, because of the 
risks of hepatitis, AIDS or 
other infections, people 
whose occupation involves 
sticking needles or other 
pointy instruments into oth¬ 
ers are monitored or licensed 
by some state agency. 

Although tattoo parlors ap¬ 
parently get no such monitor¬ 
ing, tattooists interviewed all 
said they use sterile instru¬ 
ments, materials and proce¬ 
dures. One said it was just 
practical to take such care to 
avoid lawsuits. 

Indianapolis tattoo artist 
Don Mueller said he had 
been in business 19 years. He, 
too, said he had a supervising 
physician, but would not give 
a doctor’s name. 

“If you come in and you 
want a tattoo, I can put you in 
contact with him,” Mueller 
said.▼ 


Illinois' AIDS Law 
Unconstitutional

BELLEVILLE, Ill. - A 
judge declared unconstitution¬ 
al the Illinois law making it a 
felony to knowingly trasmit 
the AIDS virus. 

St. Clair County Circuit 
Judge James Donovan made 
his ruling April 9 in dismiss¬ 
ing charges against Carethea 
Russell, 18, of Belleville, who 
was charged under the law 
with four counts of attempt¬ 
ing to transmit the virus. 

Russell was charged after 
a St. Louis man told authori¬ 
ties she had sex with him last 
October without telling him 
she was HIVpositive. 

In a pretrial motion filed 
this week, public defender 
Clyde Kuehn argued on be¬ 
half of Russell that the 1989 
state law was too vague and 
too broad. 

He said the law could 
make criminals of medical 
professionals who may trans¬ 
mit the virus and that the 
state’s definition of “transmit¬ 


ting” might include exposure 
through tears, sweat, sneezing 
or urinating. 

Kuehn argued that if the 
law was intended to bar peo¬ 
ple from spreading the dis¬ 
ease through sexual contact, it 
should say so specifically. 

In his written order, Dono¬ 
van agreed the law was 
vague, especially the provi¬ 
sion that prohibited “intimate 
contact” by those who knew 
they had the AIDS virus. 

“The court finds that the 
meaning of intimate contact 
with another as defined by 
the statute is overbroad, does 
not give adequate notice and 
criminalizes theoretical or hy¬ 
pothetical modes of HIV 
transmission,” the judge 
wrote in his order. 

The judge lowered Rus¬ 
sell’s bail from $25,000 to 
$20,000. However, Kuehn said 
Russell had been unable to 
get released on bail because 
she is subject to a hold order 
for a parole violation. ▼

money-saving measure.” 

“The congressman’s sup¬ 
port of the bill to abolish the 
NEA is based on the fact that 
we are crippling our future 
with huge budget deficits,” 
Cunneen said. “We can’t fund 
everything. With all the kinds 
of crises we face, there are so 
many priorities in this coun¬ 
try that, at the end of the day, 
we can’t do everything for ev¬ 
eryone.” 

The NEA’s 1992 budget re¬ 
quest is $175.9 million in a to¬ 
tal federal budget of $1.5 tril¬ 
lion. The NEA’s request is 
less than 0.02 percent of the 
federal budget, according to 
NEA spokesperson Josh 
Dare. 

“If you want to save mon¬ 
ey, this is not the place to 
save money,” Dare said. “We 
stimulate the economic en¬ 
gine. We generate more mon¬ 
ey through opportunities for 
employment that arts pro¬ 
vide, padded property taxes 
in cultural districts and rev¬ 
enues that cultural activities 
bring to areas. One way to 
stimulate the economy is to 
stimulate arts.” 

This bill attempts to stiffle 
arts, according to Tom 
DiMaria, executive director 
of Frameline, a non-profit 
gay and lesbian media distrib¬ 
utor that produces the San 
Francisco Gay and Lesbian 
Film Festival and an NEA 
grant recipient. 

“His position is an insult to 
the lesbian and gay communi¬ 
ty,” DiMaria said of Camp¬ 
bell’s co-sponsoring the bill. 
“It’s a regressive attitude that 
makes the availability of 
artists to work in this country 
an even more difficult strug¬ 
gle. 

“It’s very much a part of 
the conservative agenda to re¬ 
move funding for diverse 
voices,” DiMaria said. “They 
see the NEA as a mechanism 
for promoting the voices of 
gay and lesbian and other lib¬ 
eral voices. The bill is punish¬ 
ing the NEA for any diversity 
that it has shown over the 
years.” 


Cunneen said that Camp¬ 
bell would continue to oppose 
federal restrictions on NEA 
funding as long as the endow¬ 
ment exists; Campbell voted 
against an amendment by 
Rohrabacher that would have 
prohibited funding of “homo¬ 
erotic” art. 

Campbell also is one of 
five Republican co-sponsors 
of the national gay and les¬ 
bian civil rights bill. 

In fact, Campbell’s voting 
record on lesbian and gay is¬ 
sues has won him endorse¬ 
ments from the Human 
Rights Campaign Fund and 
from The Alliance, a San 
Francisco non-partisan gay 
and lesbian political action 
committee. 

HRCF’s $5,000 contribu¬ 
tion to Campbell’s campaign 
is the maximum allowed by 
federal law. The Alliance 
gave him $1,000. 

“I don’t think it’s appropri¬ 
ate to construe his support of 
eliminating (the NEA) as an 
anti-gay position,” HRCF 
Communications Director 
Gregory King said. “When 
the tough amendments have 
come up on content restric¬ 
tions, Campbell has fought 
against the anti-gay bigots. 

“It depends on whether 
you view the NEA as an im¬ 
portant part of the lesbian 
and gay agenda,” King said. “I 
think that’s an individual 
judgment that people will 
have to make. I think that 
people can disagree with 
whether there should be fund¬ 
ing of the arts and at the 
same time agree that if there 
is an Endowment, gay artists 
should not face discrimina¬ 
tion.” 

Dave Sebeck, spokesper¬ 
son for Lt. Gov. Leo 
McCarthy, who also is run¬ 
ning for the U.S. Senate seat 
in the Democratic primary 
and is a possible opponent of 
Campbell in the general elec¬ 
tion, said that McCarthy op¬ 
poses the bill and that he sup¬ 
ports funding autonomy for 
the NEA. ▼ 


Pastor Quits, 
Reveals AIDS, 
Gay Affairs

PLYMOUTH, Minn. - 
The president of a small con¬ 
servative Lutheran denomina¬ 
tion has resigned because he 
has AIDS and has disclosed 
he had numerous anonymous 
homosexual relationships in 
the past 20 years, church offi¬ 
cials say. 

The Rev. Richard Snip- 
stead, 63, also told leaders of 
the Association of Free 
Lutheran Congregations that 
his wife, Leone, has AIDS. 

The Snipsteads, who have 
six grown children and many 
grandchildren, do not want to 
comment on their situation, a 
family friend said. 

“This is very tragic,” said 
the Rev. Robert Lee, a pastor 
from Newark, Ill., who takes 
over as president until a per¬ 
manent successor is elected at 
the church’s annual confer¬ 
ence June 17-21 at its retreat 
center near Osceola, Wis. 
“We’re a very conservative 
church body. We’re hoping 
that we’ll grow through this.” 

The Plymouth-based de¬ 
nomination has about 24,000 
members in about 220 con¬ 
gregations nationwide. The 
church was organized in the 
early 1960s in response to lib¬ 
eral social and theological 
trends in the Lutheran 
Church. 

“We’re grieving,” Lee said. 
“Today I’ve received many 
calls from pastors, and all 
were in tears. There’s a real 
sense of grief sweeping the 
church body.” 

The denomination takes 
the stand that homosexual ac¬ 
tivity is an “abomination” and 
sinful. Church officials said 
Snipstead had been removed 
from the clergy roster due to 
“breach in moral conduct.’ ▼

Activists Heckle Mayor Daley 
In Chicago Anti-Violence March

CHICAGO — Despite an 
unrelenting torrent of hatred 
rained down upon him by 30 
to 50 brutally angry AIDS 
protesters, Mayor Richard 
Daley stayed until the end of 
an April 2 anti-violence 
march. 

At one point, Daley joined 
in chanting, “Hey hey, ho ho, 
homophobia’s got to go!” 

The mob of ACT UP 
members and others, livid 
over Daley’s opposition to a 
City Council plan to increase 
AIDS spending, shouted in 
the mayor’s face all the way 
of the mile-and-a-half march. 
Protesters were so violent 
that some of the other 523 
marchers called the protest “a 
hate crime” against Daley. 

The large turnout for the 
march was a response to the 
March 31 anti-gay shooting of 
Ron Cayot. 

The protest began when 
Daley was introduced at a 
pre-march rally. Daley’s brief 
remarks were completely 
drowned out by what was ini¬ 
tially a large chorus of boos 
and chants of “Shame, 
shame, shame” — a response 
to his near-complete alien¬ 
ation of the gay and lesbian 
community in the past 10 
months. 

Daley missed the Pride pa¬ 
rade and AIDS Walk, procras¬ 
tinated in filling gay-related 
vacancies in city government, 
and has bluntly opposed in¬ 
creased AIDS spending de¬ 
spite the fact that Chicago 
spends less per case than

with AIDS activists meant 
that there was no concerted 
effort to get the company a 
sympathetic ear at the FDA.

As the march stepped off, 
however, and the actions of 
the AIDS protesters became 
increasingly hostile, several 
people ran up to Daley to 
thank him both for showing 
up and for sticking with the 
march. Some marchers later 
said that healing might now 
begin between the adminis¬ 
tration and the community. 

“The issue of violence, 
hate crimes and gay bashing 
is above everyone in the 
sense that we all have to 
work together, we all have to 
look at safety of people, this 
young man (Cayot) and oth¬ 
ers, men and women,” Daley 
said. 

“Just a gay person walking 
down the street, to get seri¬ 
ously injured because he is 
gay, it strikes at the heart of a 
civilized society,” Daley said. 
“I am here to call upon all 
Chicagoans to truly work to¬ 
gether to make a better city 
and make a better society.”

Romanian Group Wins Official Status 

Romania’s first gay and lesbian organization, Total Rela¬ 
tions, won official recognition March 11. The group in¬ 
cludes more than 50 people in a country that has been con¬ 
sidered among the most hostile to gays and lesbians in 
Eastern Europe, according to the International Gay and 
Lesbian Human Rights Commission. While neighboring 
countries such as Hungary, Czechoslovakia, Poland and 
Russia have had visibly active gay and lesbian movements 
since the mid-1980s, no gay and lesbian group had been 
known to exist in Romania until now. Total Relations of¬ 
fers referral services, telephone counseling services, AIDS 
information and an international pen-pal club. 

Driver: Mandela Led Attack on Youths 

JOHANNESBURG, South Africa (UPI) — Winnie Mandela’s 
former driver told a South African newspaper he had lied 
about her whereabouts at a trial last year that found her 
guilty of kidnapping four black youths but not of assaulting 
them. John Morgan, who got a one-year suspended sentence 
for his part in the kidnapping, told the Sunday Times that 
the wife of African National Congress President Nelson 
Mandela had in fact led the attack on the four and later or¬ 
dered him to remove the body of one youth who died. “One 
morning I got to the house early and was told by Winnie to 
pick up the dog and dump him,” Morgan, 64, said. “The 
dog” was the corpse of James Seipei, 14, killed by Mrs. 
Mandela’s bodyguard, Morgan said. “I knew he was dead 
because he had already been stabbed and had blood on his 
neck,” Morgan said. Morgan’s revelations, made from a hid¬ 
ing place, came after disclosures last week by two others ac¬ 
cused with Mrs. Mandela that her involvement in events 
surrounding the December 1988 kidnapping was greater 
than assumed. Mrs. Mandela was sentenced in July 1991 to 
five years in jail in the kidnapping of the four youths, 
whom Mandela thought were involved in homosexual be¬ 
havior. Justice Michael Stegmann gave her another year in 
jail as an accessory in the assaults, accepting her and Mor¬ 
gan’s statements that she had been in Brandfort, 235 miles 
south of Johannesburg on Dec. 29, 1988, the day of the as¬ 
saults. Morgan said Sunday, however, this was not true and 
he had perjured himself at the trial. 

Lesbian Cult Accusation in Nun Assault 

GUATEMALA CITY (UPI) — A U.S. Roman Catholic nun 
who said she was kidnapped, raped and tortured by govern¬ 
ment agents in 1989 said she is determined to push for jus¬ 
tice in the Guatemalan courts. “As a result of the hideous 
crimes which I suffered on Nov. 2, 1989, at the hands of the 
National Police and Guatemalan military, my commitment 
to a suffering people has grown,” Sister Dianna Ortiz said 
April 9. The nun, a member of the Kentucky-based Ursu- 
line order, worked with the poor in rural Guatemala from 
1987 to 1989, when she says she was kidnapped. She 
said she was put into a police patrol car, blindfolded and 
taken to a building in the capital where she was interrogat¬ 
ed, raped and tortured by men who accused her of working 
with leftist rebels. Ortiz said the interrogators burned her 
with a cigarette every time she answered a question. She 
fled Guatemala shortly after escaping from her captors, 
who she said told her the abduction had been a mistake. 
Shortly after the incident the country’s interior minister 
said Ortiz had kidnapped herself, and the former defense 
minister, Gen. Hector Gramajo, said she was involved in a 
lesbian cult. 

Australia Takes in Gay Refugees 

A gay couple from China has been granted refugee status in 
Australia based upon persecution due to sexual orientation. 
With the ruling, Australia joins the Netherlands, West Ger¬ 
many, the United States and Canada as countries that have 
granted asylum to gays, according to the International Gay 
and Lesbian Human Rights Commission. The Chinese penal 
code calls for incarceration of gay men to “re-educate” the 
individual through “treatment,” IGLHRC reported. In Jan¬ 
uary, Canada granted asylum to a gay man from Argentina 
and a gay couple from eastern Europe.

This Sunday marks the eighth 
year that Rita Rockett and her 
band of volunteers have been 
serving brunch every other 
Sunday to the patients and 
staff on 5A, the AIDS Ward at 
San Francisco General Hospi¬ 
tal. What started as an Easter 
party for a friend with AIDS, 
who then died before he could 
attend, has continued into one 
of the oldest volunteer efforts 
for PWAs in San Francisco. 

The dedication of the 20 
some volunteers who prepare 
and serve the brunch every 
other Sunday has been incredi¬ 
ble — Terry Scott, the main 
cook, has not missed a Sunday 
in eight years. And many 
others have been volunteering 
for five, six and seven years. 

“We are like a family,” Rita 
said, “and for those few hours 


we are the family unit for the 
guys on the ward.” 

Preparations start on Thurs¬ 
day or Friday when Terry 
shops for the meal. He then 
does most of the cooking in his 
kitchen at home with assis¬ 
tance from others, including 
Johnny Marchant, who makes 
all the desserts. All is finished 
by Sunday morning, when 
Rita pulls up in her red pickup 
to get the food. Waiting at the 
hospital are the servers. From 
then on it is a whirlwind as the 
tables are set with food, chairs 
pushed aside, orders taken, 
plates filled, and deliveries to 
the rooms made — all cheerled 
by Rita, whose energy is 
endless. 

There’s always enough food 
with leftovers going into the 
Elizabeth Taylor’s Lounge 


refrigerator for the staff or for 
snacks later. 

Patients rave about the food, 
the enthusiasm and love of the 
volunteers, and some are cer¬ 
tainly pleased to see all the 
beefcake delivering the 
meatloaf, jello and creamed 
corn. 

“We have had approvals 
from mothers from all over the 
world,” Rita says. 

Volunteers to drive and 
serve plus donations of food 
and money are always needed 
to keep this tradition going for 
as long as the epidemic is with 
us.

Dentists Ignoring 
Hepatitis-B Risks

WASHINGTON - Dentists 
fear the virus that causes 
AIDS enough to shun HIV¬ 
positive patients, yet they fail 
to recognize greater potential 
for illness or death from hep- 
atitis-B, according to a study. 

Like HIV, hepatitis-B virus 
is transmitted through sexual 
contact or exchange of blood 
or other bodily fluids with an 
infected individual. Unlike 
HIV, a vaccine to protect 
against hepatitis-B virus has 
been available since 1988. 

Although infection with 
the human immunodeficiency 
virus causes AIDS, which is 
eventually fatal, researchers 
from the University of Alaba¬ 
ma and Harvard University 
estimated that a dentist’s 
overall risk of dying from 
hepatitis-B is 1.7 times greater 
than that of dying from 
AIDS. 

“The cumulative annual 
risk of infection is 57 times as 


great for hepatitis-B virus as 
for HIV, a difference at¬ 
tributable to the higher preva¬ 
lence of HBV in the patient 
population and the more effi¬ 
cient transmission rate,” the 
report published April 1 in 
the American Journal of Pub¬ 
lic Health said. 

Because hepatitis-B is 
transmitted more easily than 
HIV, a dentist who treated 
5,000 hepatitis-B infected per¬ 
sons would have a 79 percent 
chance of becoming infected. 
But a dentist who treated 
5,000 HIV-positive individuals 
would have only a 4 percent 
chance of becoming infected, 
the researchers said. 

Despite the greater risk, 
dentists report they are more 
willing to treat persons with 
hepatitis-B than HIV. 

“In a survey of dentists, 
only 31 percent responded 
that they would be willing to 
treat HIV-infected patients, 
whereas 73 percent said they 
would treat hepatitis pa¬ 
tients,” the report said. ^

Easter Basket Fundraiser for AIDS 

Some 350 restaurants, bakers, caterers, florists and confec¬ 
tioners will come together April 18 for the First Easter Bas¬ 
ket for AIDS sale at Fort Mason Center, Building A. 100 
percent of proceeds from the sale will benefit AIDS service 
providers Project Inform, Coming Home Hospice and Fami¬ 
ly Link. Some of the baskets for sale include an iced lobster 
picnic basket from Knickerbocker’s Caterers of St. Helena; 
an Easter breakfast basket with dried cranberry granola, 
fresh scones, banana ginger jam and lemon pistachio bars 
from Ozone Restaurant on Haight Street; and a Wild 
Evening basket, including a night of dancing and drinking 
for two and a bay view room at the Harbour Court Hotel 
from Harry Denton. The sale runs from 10:30 a.m.-3:30 p.m. 

Secondary Infections in Wasting 

Secondary infections can trigger rapid weight loss in AIDS 
patients and may be a major cause of the “AIDS wasting syn¬ 
drome,” according to researchers at the San Francisco VA 
Medical Center. Successful treatment of the secondary in¬ 
fection may help the patient gain weight, researchers said. 
Carl Grunfeld, associate professor of medicine at the 
VAMC, and his colleagues have noted a number of metabol¬ 
ic disturbances in people with HIV. AIDS patients with no 
secondary infections burn energy at a faster rate than peo¬ 
ple not infected with HIY but these patients were able to 
maintain their weight. AIDS patients with secondary infec¬ 
tions such as Pneumocystis pneumonia had similar energy 
use but lost weight rapidly. Researchers are now looking at 
other aspects of abnormal metabolism in AIDS and hope to 
design therapies to reverse the AIDS wasting syndrome. 

Grants to Help PWAs in Video Industry 

The Video Industry AIDS Action Committee of Hollywood 
has established the first national Financial Assistance Pro¬ 
gram. An initial $15,000 has been designated for this pro¬ 
gram that will provide emergency grants to individuals who 
are associated with the video industry, under monetary 
hardship and unable to work because of AIDS. Grant appli¬ 
cations with supporting documents can be submitted to VI-

Personnel Changes at ASPA 

Nancy DeStefanis has resigned from her position as execu¬ 
tive director of the AIDS Service Providers Association. 
ASPA also has hired Tim Wolfred as executive consultant, 
Jeff Sterman as consultant for public policy, and Rick 
Green as member service coordinator. At this time the 
board is not accepting applications for the positions of exec¬ 
utive director or public policy associate. 

Abbott Labs Earnings Up 16 Percent 

ABBOTT PARK, Ill. (UPI) — Abbott Laboratories reported 
record first-quarter earnings of $294 million, or 69 cents a 
share, up about 16 percent compared with $254 million, or 
59 cents a share, a year ago. Sales for the quarter were up 
nearly 14 percent, to a record $1.88 billion, compared with 
$1.65 billion a year ago. First-quarter research and develop¬ 
ment expenses rose to $182 million, up 18 percent from a 
year ago. The quarter also saw the U.S. rollout of Abbott’s 
new diagnostic test that simultaneously checks for both 
strains of the human immunodeficiency virus.

A very bright, very wonderful 
light of joy has flickered out of our 
community. On Monday, April 5th, 

1992 at 12:30 a.m., Constantine

Chris leaves behind many, many friends and loved ones including his 
mother Janet Angeles, his stepfather Ronald Von Tauffkirchen and his lover 
Neil Fitzgerald. It was Chris’ request that there be a celebration of life in 
his memory.

'Outing' Now All the Rage

ast week retired tennis 
star Arthur Ashe an¬ 
nounced that he has 
AIDS and that he was 
being forced to “come out” by 
USA Today. The mainstream 
media, as a block, expressed 
its wistful regret that Ashe 
could not have stayed “in the 
closet.” But while they casti¬ 
gated Today for exploitive 
sensationalism, they tacitly ac¬ 
knowledged the paper’s legal 
right to publish any material 
that is A) true, and B) “of in¬ 
terest to the public.” 

This is an interesting con¬ 
trast to their reaction to the 
“outing” of closeted homosex¬ 
uals. When queer journalists 
expose some homophobe as a 
closet queen, the mainstream 
media works itself into a fren¬ 
zy of righteous indignation. 
How dare we invade some¬ 
one’s “right to privacy” like 
that? When The Advocate 
published an article “outing” 
Pentagon PR flak Pete 
Williams, the mainstream me¬ 
dia unanimously refused to 
print his name, referring to 
him only as “a Pentagon 
spokesman.” 

Likewise, when an infa¬ 
mous queer national media 
slut appeared on the steps of 
the Capitol to “out” an entire 
list of closeted politicos, the 
press made a point of attend¬ 
ing the event and then, osten¬ 
tatiously, not printing any of 
the names. They didn’t dis¬ 
pute the accuracy of his 
claims, nor could they deny 
its being “of interest to the 
public” — as witnessed by 
their own presence. But they 
wanted to make it clear that, 
ultimately, “outing” is the pre- 
rogotive of the mainstream. 

This confused and hypo¬ 
critical stand, that “outing” is 
evil when practiced by queers 
but legitimate when done by 
the mainstream, was clearly 
evident at the recent Acade¬ 
my Award protests in Holly¬ 
wood. Local queer nationals 
hinted that they’d compiled a 
map of closeted stars, show¬ 
ing the homes of a hundred 
secret homosexuals. Main¬ 
stream media whores flocked 
to the designated news con¬ 
ference in a feeding frenzy, 
torn by the conflicting desires 
to dish the dirt and to de¬ 
nounce the disrespectful, “out¬ 
ing” activists. 

Imagine their dismay 
when they were told there 
was no list! They milled 
about in anger, confusion and 
disappointment, unable at 
first to grasp how totally 
they’d been taken in. They 


lusted for that list, whose ex¬ 
istence they’d never doubted. 
Fact is, between them they 
could have produced it them¬ 
selves; but then they’d have 
to take responsibility for it. 
They wanted to have their 
cake and eat it too, to blame 
us for the “outing” but to 
print just a few selected 
names anyway, to show how 
nasty these activists can be. 

Closet Rights 

Ashe successfully con¬ 
cealed his HIV status for sev¬ 
eral years after his diagnosis 
with toxoplasmosis in 1988. A 
surprisingly large “conspiracy 
of friends” was in on the se¬ 
cret, including several sports 
journalists. At his “coming 
out” news conference, Ashe 
movingly described his desire 
to avoid publicity, his fear 
that his young daughter (like 
his wife, HIV-negative) would 
suffer persecution. 

Ashe pointed out that he 
was no longer a working ath¬ 
lete (although in any case ten¬ 
nis isn’t usually a contact 
sport, and seems to offer few 
opportunities to transmit 
HIV), nor is he running for of¬ 
fice. Why, therefore, should 
he be exposed to public 
scrutiny, and have such inti¬ 
mate information shouted 
from the headlines? Still, it 
was a matter of jump or be 
pushed, so “out” he came. 

The “right” to stay in the 
closet, as a queer or a PWA, 
is a ticklish thing. Legally it’s 
not a “right” at all, but a con¬ 
sensus practiced by the me¬ 
dia. Technically, an individu¬ 
al’s HIV status is personal 
medical information, and as 
such is “confidential.” In prac¬ 
tice this “right to privacy” is 
riddled with loopholes and 
easily brushed aside. For ex¬ 
ample, if you are accused (not 
convicted, mind you, but 
merely accused) of rape or 
“assaulting a police officer,” 
which can include wincing 
while they beat you, you can 
be forcibly HIV tested and 
the results released to the in¬ 
terested parties. 

Legalities aside, most com¬ 
munities simply won’t toler¬ 
ate having this information 
withheld. If there is an HlVer 
in their midst, they demand 
to know about it “in order to 
protect themselves,” and to 
hell with any law that gets in 
the way! 

When I lived in Southern 
Illinois a hapless theater stu¬ 
dent from San Francisco 
sought a “confidential” HIV 
test at the local public health 
clinic. He tested positive, and 
these “confidential” results 


were released to the mayor 
of the city, the head of his de¬ 
partment, the supervisor of 
his dormitory, the president 
of the university, and the 
chief of the campus health 
service. 

These worthies or their 
representatives then jointly 
summoned the HIVer to a 
meeting where they informed 
him of his status, and politely 
but firmly suggested that he 
move back to San Francisco 
for “proper” treatment. He 
went. A local youth, not hav¬ 
ing such a retreat open to 
him, committed suicide when 
diagnosed with ARC rather 
than attempt to live with 
AIDS in such a hostile envi¬ 
ronment. 

Ashe, as an official “PWA,” 
had little legal claim to priva¬ 
cy. AIDS, unlike being mere¬ 
ly HIV positive, is a re¬ 
portable illness. Insurers can’t 
ask about your HIV status but 
they can insist on knowing 
whether you have AIDS or 
ARC. Implicitly, the public 
has more of a “right to know” 
about AIDS than it does 
about seropositivity. Logically 
this makes little sense. Non- 
symptomatic HIV is just as 
contagious as “full-fledged 
AIDS,” but some studies sug¬ 
gest that PWAs are actually 
less likely to pass on the virus 
than the recently infected. 
But, as usual with AIDS, log¬ 
ic takes a back seat to the in¬ 
terests of the hysterical, mis¬ 
informed public. 

Pious Hopes 

Ashe may not be the first 
black athlete that USA Today 
has “outed” as having AIDS. 
A couple weeks after Magic 
Johnson’s HIV status became 
public, one of the flaks hired 
to manage the “spin” on Mag¬ 
ic’s “coming out” boasted to 
an audience of sports writers 
about how adroitly he’d ma¬ 
nipulated the media. His com¬ 
ments were denounced as an 
inappropriate revelation of a 
client’s business but, howev¬ 
er, were widely reported. 
This flak mentioned that the 
triggering event of Magic’s 
coming out was the informa¬ 
tion that “a major newspaper” 
was going to run the story in 
a couple of days whether 
Magic “came out” on his own 
or not. 

At the time I assumed that 
the culprit was the Los Ange¬ 
les Times, which was after all 
the local paper. In retrospect 
this seems unlikely. Aside 
from being a rather stodgy, 
meticulous and quite “proper” 
paper, the Times is heavily

trate bashings and self-de¬ 
fense techniques, and will 
provide information about 
self-defense classes that are 
offered in the area. 

“The posters will no doubt 
be controversial,” Woods said. 
“They will provoke real anger 
and frustration within people, 
but they will make people 
question whether we are real¬ 
ly helpless.” 

In addition to the posters, 
the group plans to proddce 
two public service announce¬ 
ments educating the public 
about queer bashing and self- 
defense. The announcements 
will be made available to Bay

networked into the Los Ange¬ 
les power structure and was 
unlikely to “out” a popular 
home-town boy. USA Today, 
on the other hand, is virtually 
a tabloid and had no such 
qualms. We now know they 
were ready to “out” Ashe 
against his will; is there any 
reason to expect that they’d 
be any kinder to Magic? 

I wonder who else USA 
Today has dirt on. Is it just a

policy, which was complicat¬ 
ed by the arrival of male TV 
crews. 

After several minutes of 
chaos, the crowd began to 
march, carrying a banner that 
read “End the Gender Wars,” 
and chanting “However we 
dress, wherever we go, yes 
means yes and no means no!” 
They marched toward Mis¬ 
sion Dolores Park where they 
ended in ritual. 

“It felt really safe to all be 
together,” ritual leader Linda 
Lywandowsky said. 

“The march got really 
beautiful. The women were 
jubilant,” march planner Car¬ 
ol Leigh said. “Some women 
hated the dialogue (about the 
exclusion of men) because 
they felt that it was disruptive 
and that unity was a priority. 
But women need to see the 
conflicts that exist. They 
shouldn’t be buried.” 

She added that a video of 
the march will air on April 17 
at 10 p.m. on Channel 25. 

Some marchers questioned 
Take Back the Night’s mes¬ 
sage about the nature of vio¬ 
lence against women. 

“We all think that as long 
as we stay off the streets at 
night, we’ll be O K, but the 
majority of the violence takes 
place within our homes,” 
march participant Joanna 
Adamson told the B.A.R. 

A group of six women 
who wished to remain anony¬ 
mous and who are currently 
living at La Casa de las 
Madres, a battered women’s 
shelter, expressed their feel¬ 
ings and included some ad¬ 
vice to the survivors of do¬ 
mestic violence. 

“The turnout is pathetic. 
Women need to sit down to¬ 
gether. More women need to 
realize what’s happening with 
their sisters. Violence against 
women is in the closet and 
women are embarrassed by 
it, but violence isn’t preju¬ 
diced to any groups of wom¬ 
en,” one of the women said.

Scott Hester and Car¬ 
los Abruzesse of the CCBA 
both said that it was too early 
to comment on the group’s 
position. CCBA will meet 
with IRATE soon to discuss 
the plan. 

“We feel it’s their right to 
do this (oppose the closure). 
But they have to understand 
that the Castro is bigger than 
just them,” Carson said. “It’s a 
symbol for all of us. There 
are no other safe places for 


coincidence that they’re “out¬ 
ing” blacks with AIDS? Are 
there Anglo HIVers they 
know about but protect? How 
do they justify “outing” Ashe 
on the one hand, but closet¬ 
ing Pete Williams on the oth¬ 
er? 

The media piously hope 
that Ashe’s outing “increases 
public awareness” about 
AIDS. So far the only effect 
has been a drastic decrease in 
blood donations, because 
Ashe was infected by a taint¬ 
ed transfusion. Every report 
on Ashe has prominently 
mentioned that there is abso-

queers to do their thing.” 

Given the project’s magni¬ 
tude, IRATE members said 
they will need a great deal of 
help to pull it off.

knows it was a gay bashing. 

“What else were they do¬ 
ing near the Castro at 1:30 in 
the morning? It wasn’t a rob¬ 
bery or a mugging or racially 
motivated,” he said. 

Wanczyk was taken by am¬ 
bulance to Mission Emergen¬ 
cy but was told that it would 
be two or three hours before 
he could be examined, so he 
had a friend pick him up and 
take him home. 

Wanczyk received a 
bloody nose and a black eye 
and numerous bruises and 


contusions on the face from 
the attack. 

The incident left Wancyzk 
shaken for a few days. “Emo¬ 
tionally it was like a roller 
coaster afterwards. My body 
went into shock. I was de¬ 
pressed and all bruised up,” 
he said. 

Wancyzk said that the area 
where he was attacked is a 
kind of no man’s land be¬ 
tween the Castro District and 
the Mission and that many 
pedestrians don’t realize that 
there is gang activity in the 
area at night. 

A police report has been 
filed and an incident report 
was made to Community 
United Against Violence. ▼

'Basic Instinct' 


Awareness generated by our 
community’s response to “Basic: 
Instinct” ensured that most film 
reviewers, who for years have 
remained oblivious to Holly¬ 
wood’s homophobic stereotyp¬ 
ing, finally had to address the 
issue. Though all the major 
mainstream critics thought the 
movie was trash, many man¬ 
aged to miss the point about 
the film’s homophobia. Fortu¬ 
nately this gives you the ideal 
opportunity to educate them. 

Time magazaine’s Richard 
Schickel declared, “And, by the 
way, “Basic Instinct” cannot fair¬ 
ly be termed anti-gay. Cather¬ 
ine is certainly bisexual, but it 
is just another aspect of her 
cultivated air of differentness, 
her love of high-risk games and 
shock effects... .” So what, 
does Schickel think of a por¬ 
trayal of bisexuality as 
different, high-risk, game-like 
and shocking — that it’s pro¬ 
gay? Sure ... . Write to

The New York Times’ Janet 
Maslin was similarly blind: 
“This film is far too bizarre . . 

. to be construed as homopho¬ 
bic, but the bisexuality helps to 
undermine any possibility of 
real closeness between the sto¬ 
ry’s men and women, which is 
apparently the point.” Whoa 
there — if Maslin thinks bisexu¬ 
ality makes people incapable of 
real closeness, it’s no wonder 
she didn’t notice the movie’s 
homophobia (quit your shiver¬ 
ing, said the penguin to the 
kangaroo, the temperature’s 
perfect!).

The most bizarre defense (in 
a tight contest) of the film’s de¬ 
piction of bisexuals came from 
the San Francisco Examiner’s 
Michael Sragow, who wrote: 
“(actress Sharon) Stone’s char¬ 
acter doesn’t fit into, or repre¬ 
sent, any category, homosexual 
or bisexual. She is a uniquely 
depraved woman whose sex- 
and-violence fantasies shade 
into real life. She does have a 
lesbian lover . . . but sexual 
preferences are less important 
to (her) than propelling every 
encounter of the bodily kind to 
the outer limits.” This is actu¬ 
ally the same argument put out 
by Sharon Stone and her om¬ 
nipotent publicity machine: 
Catherine isn’t really bisexual, 
she just likes to have sex with 
both women and men. The 
next thing you know they’ll be 
telling us that Hollywood’s pos¬ 
itive women characters aren’t 
really heterosexual — they just 
happen to fall in love with 
men.

Addi¬ 
tionally, in the “Basic Instinct” 
plot capsule that Lovell wrote 
for the paper’s movie listings, 
he repeats without irony one of 
the movie’s defamations: “With 
George Dzundza, Jeanne Trip- 
plehorn and Leilani Sarelle as 
Roxy — or is it Rocky?” ’ (For 
the information of those who 
are wisely avoiding this film, 
the Michael Douglas character 
taunts a lesbian named Roxy 
by calling her “Rocky.”) This 
guy needs to re-examine his 
values.

The March 16 FOX TV 
movie “Doing Time on Maple 
Drive” (reviewed in Mar. 26 
B.A.R.) deserves praise for its 
sharp portrayal of the damag¬ 
ing effects of a repressive fam¬ 
ily on a young, tightly closeted 
gay man. Under pressure from 
his family to be the “perfect” 
son, the character Matt (played 
by William McNamara) is driv¬ 
en to hide his sexuality, to 
break off his relationship with 
his male lover Kyle, to become 
engaged to marry a woman, 
and finally, when threatened 
with exposure, to attempt sui¬ 
cide by crashing his car into a 
tree. 

The movie closed on a hope¬ 
ful note, with Matt unapologet- 
ically out to his parents and at 
least one of the parents (Dad) 
making an effort to accept his 
son’s sexuality. Matt’s homo¬ 
sexuality was treated as an as¬ 
pect of who he was, not as a 
problem or a phase. We’ve 
heard that this movie is a pilot 
for a possible series, so it’s im¬ 
portant to give FOX positive 
feedback for this unusually 
truthful look at being gay.

I n August 1991 four Asian- 
American gay men in 
New York photographed 
themselves as a group, 
nude and in intimate interac¬ 
tions. From the beginning, 
these four friends, with 
overlapping interests and con¬ 
centrations in arts, social ac¬ 
tivism and education as well as 
sensual experience, intended 
to show the photographs in a 
public format. They decided to 
call themselves The Buddha 
Boys. 

A small selection of the 
photographs were printed in 
Queer City, a special edition of 
an East Village arts magazine. 
The prints wound up being 
distributed to senators and 
members of Congress when 
Queer City became a flash 
point in the ongoing National 
Endowment for the Arts fund¬ 
ing controversy. 

Within the current cultural 
explosion of lesbian and gay 


representation, images of 
specifically Asian-Pacific 
Islander experience remain 
rare — almost certainly more 
rare than, for instance, black or 
Hispanic representation. This 
was clearly an impetus for 
Buddha Boys coming together. 
Beyond that, in the process of 
actively eroticizingeach other, 
the men discovered a self- 
fulfillment that could well lead 
to future projects for them¬ 
selves and a heightened sense 
of discovery among others in 
their communities. 

The projeci came together 
by chance. Photographer 
Angelo Ragaza, a member of 
Buddha Boys, says he “was 
shooting a fashion editorial 
and the lighting equipment 
was there and paid for, and I 
had wanted to do some kind of 
portraiture. Ken (Chu) hap¬ 
pened to call at the right time. 
We called up people who 
would be naturally comforta¬ 
ble together.”

Unbreakable 

Bone 

Dorothy Allison’s ‘Bastard Out of 
Carolina’ Is Urgent, Powerful Fiction

T he value of safety and 
the realization of dan¬ 
ger, lies and secrets, 
death and denial, 
thievery and the gift of love 
fill Dorothy Allison’s tale of a 
young girl, a bastard white 
"trash” growing up in 
Greenville, South Carolina, 
where the men often act like 
boys and the women age far 
too soon. 

As a child, Ruth Anne, bet¬ 
ter known as “Bone,” experi¬ 
ences a child’s joy in the tini¬ 


est of discoveries. Allison’s 
words paint vivid pictures; 
she writes in rich colors; her 
images are searing, particular¬ 
ly when Bone begins to real¬ 
ize her sexual being while 
submerging another part of 
herself in withstanding horrif¬ 
ic abuse. 

She is an awkward, bony 
girl with wild black hair, who 
begins life believing “any¬ 
thing that Mama said was so” 
and who gradually learns not 
to, though she clings to a love 
for her mother that defies 
their troubled circumstances. 



For years, Bone’s mother 
attempts to erase the stigma 
of her daughter’s official sta¬ 
tus as “bastard,” as she also 
tries to find “someone strong 
to love her like she loved her 
girls.” 


Stories and Legends 

But those who are strong 
in this novel are the women, 
who remain connected by sto¬ 
ries and legends. There is 
Bone’s grandmother, who

Even With New Bio, 
Psychotronic Icon 
Ed Wood Remains 
A Mystery

B ard of the subzero 
budget Hollywood 
exploitation flick dur¬ 
ing a fitful career, 
writer/director/sometime ac¬ 
tor Edward D. Wood Jr. has 
been a fairly high-profile psy¬ 
chotronic icon for well over a 
decade. When the annals of 
indie camp cinema started be¬ 
ing seriously cataloged and its 
deities chosen somewhere in 
the 70s, Wood was at the top 
of most lists — his sympathetic 
1953 transvestite “expose” 
Glen or Glenda? already a 
midnight-movie legend and 
the 1956 Plan 9 From Outer 
Space enshrined by main¬ 
stream critics in a waggish 
mood as the official “worst 
film ever made.” 

So it’s something of a sur¬ 
prise that Wood (who died in 
1978) has never been the sub¬ 
ject of substantial research be¬ 
fore. Stranger still is the fact 
that his life remains so resis¬ 
tant to emerging from the 
fog, as demonstrated by 
Rudolph Grey’s intriguing 
but frustrating “oral biogra¬ 
phy,” Nightmare of Ecstasy. 

Proving that it’s still possi¬ 
ble to disappear with nary a 
trace in Hollywood, Grey ap¬ 
parently spent years tracking 
down clues and dead ends for 
this tome. Despite his notori¬ 
ety, auteur Wood left only the 
most elliptical evidence of a 
colorful and somewhat 
squalid 54 years’ activity. 

Personal memorabilia was 
lost, thrown out and sold to 
buyers unknown along the 
way. Many of his films (espe¬ 
cially the later skin flicks) 
have vanished; the 1958 Night 
of the Ghouls was discovered 
only recently, still sitting in a 
lab decades later with original 
lab costs unpaid. Unknown 
numbers of porn paperbacks 
Wood wrote (often under 
pseudonyms) defy cataloging, 
with such vivid titles as Night 
Time Lez, Raped in the 
Grass, Mary-Go-Round and 
Black Lace Drag. 

And despite such relatively 
famous friends as John Agar 
and Aldo Ray, Wood has pre¬ 
cious few coherent living wit¬ 
nesses to his life and times. 
Biographer Grey under-

MERVELOUS REN 
ACTMENTi That nasty 
Howard Stern, on an other¬ 
wise worthless show last 
Saturday night, re-enacted 
the supposed seduction 
scene of the ex-Dance Fever 
host Deney Terrio by Merv 
Griffin. Fabulously tasteless. 
Stern captured the more lu¬ 
dicrous aspects of Terrio’s 
story, though the confronta¬ 
tion between the real-life 
Terrio and his ex-girlfriend 
was a bust. 

ONLY 1-2% OF COL¬ 
LEGE STUDENTS GAY? 
That was apparently the re¬ 
sult of a survey of approxi¬ 
mately 1,000 college stu¬ 
dents conducted by Esquire 
for its April issue. The mag, 
according to the piece’s edi¬ 
tor, Michael Hirschorn, who 
spoke with OUT THERE 
Monday, declined to publish 
the results, imagining them 
to be “faulty.” Said 
Hirschorn, “When we got 
the numbers, we weren’t 
sure how to handle it. ... It 
may have been the way the 
survey was conducted.... The 
company we hired to do the 
survey had students at the 
individual campuses dis¬ 
tribute them ... maybe they 
(gays and lesbians) were 
afraid to admit it to their 
peers, though in this day 
and age that’s a little sur¬ 
prising, I guess.” 

GROUPS TO JOKE 
ABOUTi The kids weren’t 
shy about anti-gay senti¬ 
ment, though. In answer to 
the question, “Of the follow¬ 
ing, which groups would 
you be likely to tell a hilari¬ 
ous but offensive joke 
about?” gays topped the list 
(beating out blacks, Jews, 
the disabled, and Polish 
folk) for men (70.9 percent), 
with women favoring Po- 
lack jokes (54.4). Asked 
about sexual experimenta¬ 
tion, 13.7 percent of those 
surveyed said they’d tried 
anal sex, 50.7 percent mas¬ 
turbation and 78.4 percent 
took a lick at oral sex. Es¬ 
quire didn’t break down the 
figures for men and women, 
but Hirschorn said 80 per¬ 
cent of the boys jacked, 
while only 20 percent of the 
girls jilled. 

ON GILLIGAN'S ISLE: 
How inane was the survey 
overall? There was a ques¬ 
tion about which character 
from Gilligan’s Island the 
respondent would rather 
sleep with. Ginger beat 
Mary Ann 55-41 percent 
among men; The Professor 
whupped Thurston Howell 
90-7 percent.

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Report Counts Films' Naughties 
But Keeps It Tasteful

I f you’re planning to see 
a movie in Boca Raton, 
Fla., don’t go without 
your calculator. Why? 
Because this town is home to 
Entertainment Research Re¬ 
port: The Unbiased Content 
Report for Current Films. 

This slender eight-page 
publication that hits a few 
thousand mailboxes 24 times 
a year specializes in counting 
curse words or profanity. The 
movie Ladybugs uses slang 
for male genitals six times, 
Shadows and Fog dares to 
have “damn” uttered from its 
characters’ lips five times, 
while White Men Can’t Jump 
abuses even the most de¬ 
praved mind by bombarding 
its viewers with 148 F-words, 
73 Swords, five S.O.B.S, three 
B-tches, nine D-mns, eight 
slang terms for urination and 
two racial slurs against 
blacks. 

Besides counting naughty 
words, this publication also 
lists unpleasant behavior. Un¬ 
der the “graphic deaths” cate¬ 
gory for American Me, the 
“reviewer” notes: “man 
stabbed through throat with 
stiletto; man set on fire; man 
stabbed repeatedly in bare 
chest with stiletto; man’s 
throat cut; man’s anus torn by 
large serrated knife (implied, 
not shown),” etc. Under “inci-

dents with rape,” “graphic 
prison rape (homosexual) re¬ 
sulting in death of perpetra¬ 
tor” and “graphic homosexual 
gang rape in prison” are in¬ 
cluded. More upsetting, un¬ 
der “incidents with property 
damage,” it’s recorded that 
two windows are broken. 

What’s going on here? Is 
GLAAD putting out a new 
newsletter? No, siree. But 
there’s no doubt GLAAD 
would like to subscribe to the 
Entertainment Research Re¬ 
port. It’s an invaluable tool to 
see how gays, lesbians, wom¬ 
en and blacks are being treat¬ 
ed by Hollywood. Yet there’s 
no doubt that the very pur¬ 
pose of the report is to steer 
folks away from violent, high¬ 
ly sexual flicks and to help 
parents keep their kids from 
seeing homosexuality por¬ 
trayed on the screen at all. 

The report on Basic In¬ 
stinct, for instance, reads, 
“Lesbian relationship preva¬ 
lent; two women seen kissing, 


hugging and dancing togeth¬ 
er; woman reminisces about 
first homosexual relationship 
(depicted as result of juvenile 
curiosity).” And the survey of' 
Edward James Olmos’ Amer¬ 
ican Me includes this: “Ho¬ 
mosexual rape in prison over 
long periods of time por¬ 
trayed as result of preference 
as well as power struggle.” 

To get the dish on what 
looks like the right wing’s lat¬ 
est weapon against “pornogra¬ 
phy,” we called up the publi¬ 
cation’s editor, David D. Win¬ 
ston. What the B.A.R. en¬ 
countered was a warm, artic¬ 
ulate man concerned about 
what his six children were be¬ 
ing exposed to. 

★ ★ ★ 

Brandon Judell: Were you 
involved with films before 
you started this publication? 

David D. Winston: No, no. 
There are three of us who are 
involved in it, and none of us 
had any experience with 
movies or with publishing. 

How did you get this idea? 

Bob Lake got the original 
idea. He’d gone to a movie 
with his wife and was just to 1 
tally shocked by the language. 

I think the film was Ferris 
Bueller’s Day Off. There was 
a lot of swearing and refer¬ 
ences to oral sex and different 
kinds of things. 

It was embarrassing for 
him to hear all this in front of 
his wife. He’s in the construc¬ 
tion industry, so he’s kind of 
used to foul language. But he 
said he was just totally 
shocked. So we got to talking 
about it, and we said how 
could someone go about find¬ 
ing out what’s in a movie be¬ 
fore they actually shell out 
the bucks. 

We did some research, and 
there really was no resource 
for this kind of information. 
The newspapers don’t tell 
you much. The critics are 
more concerned about other 
things, so we said why don’t 
we just do it ourselves. 

You’re really very up to 
date on these films. Do you 
get to critics’ screenings or 
do you just show up on the 
first day a film opens? 

It’s about 50/50. We have 
about seven guys out in Los 
Angeles that go to a lot of the 
screenings. Some studios 
won’t give us the time of day. 
Disney and Paramount and 
Columbia, though, have been 
very helpful in letting us have 
early screening times. 

One of these films had the 
F-word over 147 times. 

How does one count that? 

When we first started out, 
we had two people watch ev¬ 
ery movie. We tried to dou¬ 
ble-check our figures. We 
found that there is a learning 
curve. After about three or 
four movies, you get the hang 
of it. So everything is based 
on one viewing. 

You call yourselves “the un¬ 
biased content report for 
current films.” In what 
sense do you consider your¬ 
selves unbiased? 

Even though we’re kind of 
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Entertainment Research Report calls both lesbian-icepick thriller Basic Instinct and violent prison 
flick American Me on their profanity and rape scenes but not on their homophobia. 


biased in where we focus our 
attention, it’s on things that 
parents should be concerned 
about. We don’t really tell 
parents to stay away from 
this movie or go to that 


movie. We just present the 
facts. You’ll now know what 
you’re going to see. ... You 
make your choice. 

How do people find out 
about your publication? 


An excellent question. We 
did several mailings to con¬ 
servative religious magazines 
a year ago. And then we did 
another mailing to like

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Back Onstage 

Ken Dixon Returns to Performing 
With One-Man Show, 'All Present'

W hen Ken Dixon 
retired from his 
position as artis¬ 
tic director of 
Theatre Rhinoceros a little 
over a year ago, high on his 
agenda was returning to the 
stage. 

“I’d been behind the scene 
for four years,” Dixon ex¬ 
plained, “when I really feel 
I’m a performer.” 

But little did Dixon expect 
that his first show would 
bring him back to Theatre 
Rhinoceros, where his new 
one-man show, All Present, 
will play from April 23 to 
May 3. 

There’s another and con¬ 
siderably more imperative 
reason for Dixon’s work on 
the show than his desire to 
act: 

“It’s a way of dealing with 
AIDS in a more tangible way. 

I became aware that after 
awhile our reactions are 
numbed — I found myself 
breaking apart in situations 
that weren’t related at all. 
Putting the show together has 
used a lot of the things that 
men aren’t dealing with in 
their daily lives.” 

“Putting the show” togeth¬ 
er is a good description of the 
work done by author/director 
Dyke Garrison, who directed 
Rhino’s Earl, Ollie, Austin 
and Ralph, as well as the the¬ 
atre’s Australian tour of Soul 
Survivor. 

Other Voices 

Although Dixon chose 
the many songs that enliven 
the show as well as provide 
an anodyne for its emotional 
impact, Garrison not only 
wrote the original portions of 


All Present, but is credited 
with “compiling” the contri¬ 
butions by other writers with 
which his work is intermin¬ 
gled. 

These other voices, partic¬ 
ularly those of black writers 
like George Wolfe and Sidney 
Brinkley, bear a first person 
insight not possible to Garri¬ 
son. 

Interpolations by Christo¬ 
pher Durang and Harvey 
Fierstein supply comedy and 
change of pace. Altogether, 
the multiplicity of authorial 
voices mirrors the action of 
the show, in which a man 
named Adam is accompanied 
on a journey of self-examina¬ 
tion and renewal by a pair of 
internal voices. 

These are Miss Roj, a 
proud black man who is a self- 
described Snap Queen, ready 
to snap her fingers at anyone 
who needs awakening to 
what’s really going on in the 
world, and the street-smart 
artist Anunsae, who preaches 
some hip political jargon. 

Adam is grieving the death 
of his lover as All Present 
begins. Among his mail on a 
Friday afternoon is a letter 
from a former lover. Over 
the course of the weekend, it 
causes Adam to relive the 
events which brought him to 
that man and then away from 
him — and which will ulti¬ 
mately reunite the pair to 
face not only the mein’s final 
illness, but Adam’s re-entry 
into the rigors and rewards of 
life and love. 

'Show Was My Therapy' 

“When Dyke and I began 
the project,” Dixon says, “we 
were both dealing with 
lovers who were ill. It be¬

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came a vehicle of expression 
for some of my innermost 
feelings. Since I was trained 
as a psychologist, I’m not a 
good candidate for therapy. In 
many ways, the show was my 
therapy. 

“The show comes out of 
my own HIV status and my 
relationship with AIDS. Go¬ 
ing through illness, and the 
deaths of so many theatre 
people I’d worked with, this 
is a performance piece that is 
informed by living in the time 
of AIDS.” 

But it’s not all tragedy and 
sorrow, or all confined to 
AIDS. The show includes 
Adam’s coming out and other 
formative gay experiences, 
adds racial elements such as a 
scary KKK cross-burning, and

provides fillips with Adam’s 
stage life as a cabaret per¬ 
former. 

This introduces a broad 
range of songs, by local writ¬ 


ers like composer Blackberri 
and Dirty Dreams of a Clean- 
Cut Kid lyricist Henry Mach, 
as well as Peter Allen, k. d. 
lang, George Michael, Charles 
Aznavour and the Les Miser- 
ables team of Alain Boublil 
and Claude-Michel 

Schonberg. 

All Present could some¬ 
what lengthily be called an 
odyssey of songs and scenes 
in which a man relives his 
past in an effort to shape his 
future. Dixon sums up the 
show more succinctly: “It’s a 
journey to self.” ▼

Cinematheque Features Work of Two Lesbians 

Painful Television

I was able to preview 
most of the videos in an 
upcoming San Francis¬ 
co Cinematheque pro¬ 
gram featuring works by 
Azian Nurudin and Michelle 
Handelman. Both artists will 
be present at a April 23 San 
Francisco Art Institute screen¬ 
ing. 

Nurudin has an excellent 
eye for visual imagery, but 
she draws the images out 
over so much time that they 
lose their effectiveness. With¬ 
out Make-up You Haven’t 
Got a Prayer features a lip¬ 
stick lesbian putting on make¬ 
up outdoors next to a truck. 
Her nails are so-o-o-o long — is 
she a lesbian? Dionne War¬ 
wick is singing “I Say a Little 
Prayer for You.” Our heroine 
bares her breasts while (sym¬ 
bolically?) trains pass in the 
background. I would love to 
see this piece re-edited. 

Nancy’s Nightmare fea¬ 
tures a slick SM scene, one 
woman whipping another 
woman in bondage to the ac¬ 
companiment of “These Boots 
Are Made For Walking.” The 
bondage was too tight, and 
the whipping too light. Was 
this supposed to be erotic or 
menacing? It ends up being 
neither. 

Self-Immolation as an 
Anachronism is a strong 
video, though predictable. Nu¬ 
rudin sets afire dolls in tradi¬ 
tional costume, superbly jux¬ 
taposing them with meat on 
barbecue and graphic photos 
of genital mutilation. The 


beauty of this piece is that a 
woman did it. 

In Malaysian Series, 1—6, a 
barefoot woman wearing a 
leather jacket and sari whips 
and otherwise decimates a se¬ 
ries of items/icons/fetishes 
from a toaster oven to a fish. 
Condensed into one short 
piece, the work might be as¬ 
tounding, but extended over 
15-plus minutes, the result 
borders on the ludicrous. 

Nurudin will also premiere 
To Preserve the Aftermath, 
which at press time, accord¬ 
ing to the Cinematheque, she 
hadn’t yet finished. 

Pears Are Not the 
Only Fruit 

Michelle Handelman’s His¬ 
tory of Pain is a compelling 
if uneven video, loosely based 
on a true incident: the theft of 
the torture device, the vaginal 
pear, from the Amnesty Inter¬ 
national 1985 exhibit of tor¬ 
ture. 

The video opens with a 
great combination of shots in 
a wax museum. A smarmy 
male announcer’s voice de¬ 
scribes the torture exhibits, 
sounding more like an adver¬ 
tisement for a demolition der¬ 
by. The video continues in 
documentary style for awhile, 
marvelously set against Gre¬ 
gorian chants. 

Handelman is at her best 
in the abstract, putting 
provocative images before her 
audience. Less effective are 
the modern-day dramatiza¬ 
tions by non-actors. 

The real problem with the 
piece, though, lies in its un-

clear focus. Is the video an in¬ 
dictment of modern-day SM 
practices, or does it seek to 
provide an explanation of 
their universality? 

There is one moment of 
what seems to be real joy and 
playfulness in the video, an 
SM scene between two wom¬ 
en. The videomaker will have 
none of this, though, instead 
pointing a finger at these SM 
dykes for their activity. Does 
she really equate consensual 
sex play with political tor¬ 
ture? 

Handelman unfortunately 
ends her piece with the arro¬ 
gantly narrated line, “And so 
probably nothing will change 
because you the viewer don’t 
give a damn.” The videomak¬ 
er would do well to learn to 
trust her audience. ▼

Only the Strongest 
Survive at 
'Howards End'

M erchant Ivory Pro¬ 
ductions — headed 
by director James 
Ivory, producer Is¬ 
mail Merchant and scriptwrit¬ 
er Ruth Prawer Jhabvala — 
has brought to the screen 
three novels by the great gay 
writer E.M. Forster. 

The trio’s first effort, A 
Room With a View (1985), 
was formidable cinema that 
transcended — accomplished 
as it is — its printed source. 
From the opening scene in an 
Italian pension, during which 
framing and montage estab¬ 
lish with breathtaking econo¬ 
my the interrelationships be¬ 
tween the work’s characters, 
cultures and generations, the 
film version never ceases to 
excite, to improve upon the 
original. 

The film of Maurice (1987) 
— owing chiefly to a miscast 
lead and desultory pacing — 
rather diminishes its literary 
progenitor; the cinema is 
stuffy where the prose soars. 
Even so, this tale of one 
man’s acceptance of his sexu¬ 
al identity is credible 
moviemaking, and for gay 
representation a significant 
milestone. 

The just released Mer¬ 
chant-Ivory adaptation of 
Howards End , which many 
consider Forster’s finest nov¬ 
el, is something of a draw cin- 
ematically. The finished prod-

uct neither enriches (probably 
an impossibility) nor tarnishes 
the original — but oh, what a 
grand lot of celluloid (140 
minutes that slip by in a flash) 
it is. 

Etched in Stone 

On a recent, first trip to 
London for the city’s gay film 
festival, I continually detect¬ 
ed, from both gays and 
straights alike, a sense of pa¬ 
tronizing bemusement at 
American-style lesbian/gay 
media activism — “educating” 
people on line for Basic In¬ 
stinct, protesting at the Os¬ 
cars, et cetera. * 

“You think you can change 
your culture, ha ha,” folks 
seemed to mock (ever so po¬ 
litely), and it wasn’t until I 
started touring that I truly 
comprehended just how en¬ 
trenched — how etched in 
stone, literally — is the way of 
life in Britain. 

Curiously, though, just 
when I began buying (a bit) 
into what I perceived to be a 
sense of futility (vis a vis gay 
liberation) in the most cynical 


of my newfound acquain¬ 
tances, she, who had pooh- 
poohed prospects for any sig¬ 
nificant changes for gays be¬ 
fore the turn of this century, 
astounded me with an impas¬ 
sioned affirmation of the very 
program for change — lobby¬ 
ing, “coming out,” in-your-face 
activism — that she’d found 
“endearing but naive” not 
three days before. 

It’s precisely such a colli¬ 
sion — between the Romantic 
(idealistic) and the Darwinian 
(“survival of the fittest”)—that 
energizes Howards End. 
Two amiable, slightly dotty, 
upper-middle class sisters, He¬ 
len and Margaret Schlegel, at¬ 
tempt to deviate, ever so 
slightly, from the mandates of 
their class-based society, and 
havoc ensues. 

Sisters Mean Well 

The two — at the film’s out¬ 
set they’re late teens and late 
20s-early 30s, respectively — 
mean well, want their world 
(early 20th-century England) 
to be different, better, fairer, 
than it is, but nearly every 
time they break established 
rules, someone pays. True to 
Darwinian theory, only the 
strongest survive in Howards 
End. But it isn’t always the 
apparently strong who do en¬ 
dure, and the sisters’ arm¬ 
chair idealism and egalitarian¬ 
ism are clearly to be read as 
necessary antidotes to rigid 
pragmatism and hierarchy. 

Forster the idealist dared 
to write his homosexual 
emancipation tale Maurice at 
a time (the mid-1910s) when 
such sentiments were almost 
unheard of, even in gay cir¬ 
cles. Forster the realist dared 
not publish the piece in his 
lifetime; he shrewdly assessed 
the limitations of his age but 
willed the manuscript to fu¬ 
ture, more accommodating 
generations (it was published 
in 1971, the year after he 
died). 

Unlike Forster, his hero¬ 
ines foresee a modicum of 
change in their lifetime. They, 
particularly Helen, force 
things. They mix with the 
lower classes, support wom¬ 
en’s suffrage, break conven¬ 
tion, meddle where they 
shouldn’t (all to great comic 
effect; for all its serious un¬ 
derpinnings, Howards End is 
consistently amusing). 

There are consequences, 
though. The people with 
whom the spirited sisters 
cross paths — a wealthy fami¬ 
ly, the Wilcoxes, and a young, 
working-class clerk, Leonard 
Bast, who shares with them a 
love of music and literature — 
are irrevocably altered by the 
experience, not all of them 
for the better (though some 
do get their just desserts). 

Idealism's Casualties 

Yet Howards End leaves 
one with the impression that 
if there are casualties of their 
idealism, if the sisters uncon¬ 
sciously shatter the lives of 
those around them, those ca¬ 
sualties, though tragic, are as 
inevitable and necessary an 
outcome of the path of 
progress they represent as are 
the personal and social catas¬ 
trophes that Mr. Wilcox 
offhandedly asserts are the 


logical result of England’s 
economic structure. 

That the sisters end up at 
Howards End, the symbolic 
house (stand-in for Britain?) 
that gives the film its name, is 
a nod of approval to the spirit 
they epitomize. 

Cinematically, Ivory and 
Jhabvala play it safe with 
Howards End. This is 
quintessential, transcript-ori¬ 
ented — if sumptuous — Mas¬ 
terpiece Theatre; only rarely 
do the visuals suggest some¬ 
thing not already amply evi¬ 
dent in Forster’s words. (One 
sequence that does is worth 
noting: it begins with the 
young clerk Bast’s literature- 
inspired reverie of himself in 
a meadow; finds him trans¬ 
ported back to reality — work; 
cut to a page of constellations 
in a science text; dissolve to 
Bast in the woods, fulfilling 
his dream; dissolve to the 
Schlegel’s drawing room, 
where his shabbily dressed 
wife has come looking fof 
him. Bast is a man whose 
dreams are so far beyond his 


reality they’re liable to be fa¬ 
tal, as eventually they are — 
he’s later crushed, literally, 
under the weight of the sis¬ 
ters’ books.) 

But if the imagery in 
Howards End is only occa¬ 
sionally awe-inspiring, the act¬ 
ing is nothing short of sub¬ 
lime. Emma Thompson plays 
the elder sister Margaret to 
perfection, a little silly, a little 
capricious, gradually resigned 
but ultimately true to her ide¬ 
als. 

Helena Bonham Carter, 
who’s stumbled a bit since A 
Room With a View — her 
nadir was as Ophelia in Zef¬ 
firelli’s Hamlet in 1990 — has 
rebounded with two Forster 
efforts this year, in Charles 
Sturridge’s film of the au¬ 
thor’s first novel, Where An¬ 
gels Fear to Tread, and as 
Helen in Howards End. Her 
Helen starts out loopy and 
evolves into eerie hysteria. 

Anthony Hopkins is the 
dream Mr. Henry Wilcox: 
wealthy, superior, dismissive 
of the lower classes. He’s 


equally convincing when 
Wilcox is on top and when 
the character takes his two 
falls in the film’s latter half. 

In the supporting roles, 
Samuel West successfully 
evokes Leonard Bast’s spiritu¬ 
al/social dislocation; Vanessa 
Redgrave creates a measured, 
weary, memorable Mrs. 
Wilcox; Prunella Scales is hi¬ 
larious in her brief turn as 
Aunt Juley; and James Wilby 
and Susan L indeman are, re¬ 
spectively, supercilious and 
plain ridiculous as Charles 
and Dolly Wilcox. 

The house Howards End 
doesn’t loom over the film in 
quite the way it does over the 
novel, but the cinematic 
Howards End recaptures 
Forster’s astute grasp on both 
his culture and human nature. 
Ivory, Merchant and Jhabvala 
have once again done their fa¬ 
vorite author proud. ▼

Stale Irrelevancies

T he Studio at Theatre 
Rhinoceros is an inti¬ 
mate and inviting 
space, appropriately 
calling for innovative new 
plays and theatrical experi¬ 
ments. Unfortunately, the cur¬ 
rent offering, Michele Fisher’s 
self-professed comedy Four 
Play, is neither innovative 
nor experimental. In fact, it’s 
not much of anything. 

In four scenes, rather than 
pursue the developing intima¬ 
cy and the conflicts between 
her lesbian friends-turned- 
lovers, Zell and Haley, as well 
as their relationships with 
their friends, Fisher dodges 
the challenge she presents by 
allowing her characters to 
simply prattle on, introducing 
and reintroducing themselves 
to the audience and each oth¬ 
er. This four-act play (more 
like four scenes) features four 
conversations where charac¬ 
ters who presumably know 
each other very well behave 
as awkwardly and artificially 
as acquaintances who really 
don’t like each other do. A 
typical statement in the con¬ 
versation begins, “We’re 
friends because ...” and had 
the character not made such a 
statement, the connection 
would never be apparent. 
The audience would never 
have known they were 
friends at all. 

Four Play is not a play so 
much as a series of conversa¬ 
tions and not very interesting 
or dramatic ones at that. Al¬ 
though the first scene re¬ 
volves around a budding ro¬ 
mantic relationship amid the 
awkwardness of already be¬ 


ing friends, the action of the 
following scenes only loosely 
touches upon that relation¬ 
ship. 

These characters talk 
about intimate aspects of 
their lives as if they were dis¬ 
cussing the weather with a 
couple of strangers at the bus 
stop. Rather than dramatic ac¬ 
tion, Fisher serves up a stale 
plate of irrelevant activities. 
In the second scene, Haley 
and her best buddy, Mont¬ 
gomery, a very straight wom¬ 
an, warm up for a workout, 
and in the third scene, Zell 
talks to her HIV-positive gay 
male buddy Kent while he 
dresses for their evening out. 

In the fourth and final act, 
the play makes a feeble at¬ 
tempt to save itself with the 
explosive entrance of Gina. 
Gina is a former lover of 
Zell’s who mistakenly thinks 
Haley has been her “Person¬ 
als” correspondent. She chat¬ 
ters a mile a minute and 
brings a momentary energy 
to this rather lackluster play. 
But ultimately, all she leaves 
after her departure is more of 
the same nothingness heard 
all evening — only faster. 

Fisher is adept at using 
theatrical devices, from the 
avoidance of the desired inti¬ 
macy in the first scene to the 
entrance of Gina in the final 
scene. However, without solid 
action to hold them together, 
these devices simply grind 
uselessly, leaving only poten¬ 
tial where a play should have 
been. ▼

The Right

S an Francisco’s premier 
juggler-monologist, 
Sara Felder, is making 
her debut as a play¬ 
wright with The Lady Up¬ 
stairs, a comedy about atom¬ 
ic fission. Felder weaves (as 
well as she juggles) the story 
of the splitting of the atom 
and the realization of its terri¬ 
ble power on the eve of WW 
II with that of a contemporary 
lesbian scientist’s encounter 
with the bisexual activist up¬ 
stairs. 

With the superb Stephanie 
Hunt, the solid C.W. Morgan 
and the always sensational 
Jane Angeles, under the deft 
direction of Mary Forcade (in 
great demand for obvious rea¬ 
sons), Felder’s play comes to 
theatrical life complemented 
by the muted rainbow of col¬ 
ors in the design support of 
Val Von and Vola Ruben. 

It’s a love story with pas¬ 
sionately political content or a 
political/historical analysis of 
the discovery of atomic pow¬ 
er played against the back¬ 
drop of a love story. Either 
way, it’s a comedy of charac¬ 
ters at cross-purposes, missing 
keys and the provocative con¬ 


tually increases their attrac¬ 
tion to one another. 

My only small criticisms 
would be a lack of clarity in 
Hunt’s first few minutes as 
Lise Meitner (with the speedy 
delivery of her German ac¬ 
cent, a few things were lost) 
and, in Morgan’s one-man 
conversation between FDR 
and Churchill, more vocal dis¬ 
tinction between the two 
characters was needed. 

Crafted with care, staged 
with purpose, and performed 
with a vital sense of what re¬ 
ally is theatrical (which so 
few actors are able to both 
comprehend and embody), 
the multilayered The Lady 
Upstairs is a funny and 
thoughtful examination of 
moral dilemmas, modern 
love, and the intersection of 
politics and protons. ▼

nections of lesbians, Jews and 
scientists (and Jewish lesbian 
scientists). 

Hunt is a sort of nerdy 
recluse, Selma, who, with a 
pencil stuck in her unruly 
hair, reads constantly (even 
the floor is an extension of 
the bookshelf) and, when not 
reading, is visited by scien¬ 
tists from the past. Time and 
space are fluid from the very 
beginning, and throughout, 
Selma takes on the persona of 
physicist Lise Meitner, exiled 
in Norway, then Niels Bohr 
seeking help from the King of 
Sweden, Churchill and FDR 
(all played by Morgan). A 
subtle change of lighting and 
she is Selma again, in a dis¬ 
cussion with Hungarian 
physicist Leo Szilard (Morgan

again, with charmingly frac¬ 
tured English). 

Roberta, the woman who 
lives above Selma, a numeri¬ 
cal dyslexic who scowls when 
doing yoga, is an offbeat ac¬ 
tivist who invites herself into 
Selma’s apartment because 
she’s lost her keys. She grad¬ 
ually begins to see Selma’s 
world as Selma does, to get 
drunk on its wine and to un¬ 
derstand Selma’s interpreta¬ 
tion of the linkage of our 
souls, God, atoms and the 
stars. 

Atomic theory becomes a 
metaphor for lesbian relation¬ 
ships in a delicious mono¬ 
logue by Hunt, fusing science 
and sex. A heated debate 
over the ignorance Selma be¬ 
lieves poses even a bigger 


threat than a nuclear holo¬ 
caust and the responsibility 
for which Roberta argues ac¬

photography project had some¬ 
thing to do with coming clean 
and validating each other. 

“Buddha Boys is a group of 
people who had worked 
together (on a swim team or in 
various organizations) and 
trusted each other to take the 
risk. When you take a risk and 
it turns out, it’s a great feeling. 

“This project changed how 
we saw ourselves; it raised 
questions about what being 
gay is. As we took turns look-

ing and taking pictures behind 
the camera, it was transform¬ 
ing to see naked Asian men 
together. Each of us having ac¬ 
cess to the lens made a big dif-

ference. We realized that we 
had never seen this before. 

“Yet, while we were interact¬ 
ing, the camera disappeared 
for us; we didn’t hear the click 
after a while. There’s a whole 
dimension to this project 
which may not be explicit in 
the pictures themselves. 

“People tend to see discrim¬ 
ination as throwing sticks and 
stones, but it’s also about ex¬ 
clusion and invisibility. If 
you’re invisible, you’re asexual 
and powerless. These images 
help fill a void. They’ve been 
published in Queer City, been 
on President Bush’s desk, and 
now we’re being interviewed. 
It’s an interesting dynamic. 

“We did this for ourselves 
and our collective dignity, and 
we didn’t want to fit into any 
mold. In a way, we’re defining 
what we see as desirable, start¬ 
ing with ourselves. It has more 
to do with being body-positive 
than sex-positive. There’s a 
variety of different types of 
bodies, and we’re not penetrat¬ 
ing or sucking each other — 
though that might have been a 
possibility if we hadn’t run out 
of film. There’s a naturalness 
of human beings, of four un¬ 
posed men, together. In that 
sense, these photographs may 
be unique.” ▼

Artist Pays His 
Community Back

S elf-described “figura¬ 
tive painter” and men’s 
sportswear designer 
(for Catalina et al.) 
Wayne Flynn has recently do¬ 
nated 50 lithographic prints 
apiece of six of his most well- 
known works (Rodeo Dream, 
Sleeping Bag, Skater, etc.) to 
the AIDS Emergency Fund. 
The prints are on sale for ei¬ 
ther $45 or $60 at Images ... A 
Gallery at 372 Hayes St. 

The black-and-white prints, 
which were made in the late 


’70s and early ’80s from the 
46-year-old artist’s photo-real¬ 
istic pencil drawings, are 
evocative of another perhaps 
more innocent era, one which 
predates AIDS. The appeal of 
these drawings of athletic, 
sexy “macho” men lovingly 
rendered is, however, time¬ 
less. 

Flynn, who moved to Cal¬ 
ifornia from Virginia in 1968 
and now lives outside Bode¬ 
ga, wanted to contribute in 
some way to an AIDS organi¬ 
zation, but says it wasn’t until 
he met Images gallery owner 
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and AEF president Rick Sali¬ 
nas that he found the proper 
vehicle for doing so. “Rick 
creates a location for my 
work, and it’s under the care 
of someone who knows how 
to handle fine art. People 
now have two reasons to buy 
it — for enjoyment and to sup¬ 
port the AIDS Emergency 
Fund.” 

That support, Salinas says, 
is sorely needed. “Our client 
list is growing all the time,” 
he relates. And with a new, 
expanded definition of 
AIDS/ARC on the horizon, 
Salinas expects that list to 
grow much larger. The AEF 
helps those AIDS/ARC suffer¬ 
ers who are in financial crisis 
because of their illness — from 
paying for people’s utilities 
and prescriptions to footing 
the cost of moves and cover¬ 
ing rents for those too sick to 
work. 


who hopes to raise $15,000 
from the lithographs, stresses 
that 100 percent of the sales 
go to the AEF. “Prints may 
be purchased right at the 
gallery, with checks made out 
directly to the AIDS Emer¬ 
gency Fund,” he says. 

Although Salinas sees Fly¬ 
nn’s donation as an altruistic 
act, the artist himself, whose 
work now includes a series 
on men with gargoyles and 
another on Native Americans, 
denies this when I compli¬ 
ment him on his generosity. 
“No,” he says. “It’s paying the 
community back. Paying the 
gay community back for all 
the things it’s done for me.”

In Praise of the 
Upstarts

I remember several years 
ago when Queer Nation 
first started to meet in 
San Francisco, how so 
many GAYS and LESBIANS 
were upset with us when we 
declared ourselves to be 
QUEER. I understood their 
point. They had worked for 
all of their adult lives to 
shake that word — to be treat¬ 
ed with the DIGNITY of a ti¬ 
tle they had chosen for them¬ 
selves. Where then, did these 
upstarts get off DESTROY¬ 
ING all the work that they 
had done from 

STONEWALL to the late 
1970s? They were feeling 
threatened, neglected and un¬ 
appreciated. 

Well, almost three years 
have gone by since that first 
meeting in the Women’s 
Building, and a lot of things 
have changed in many areas. 
One of the most obvious 
places these changes can be 
seen is in the gay and lesbian 
press. In magazines like The 
Advocate , NYQ and even In¬ 
terview and other gay-friend¬ 
ly papers, the word QUEER 
and the new queer dynamic is 
all over the place, and most of 
us don’t bat an eye. This is 
called PROGRESS. 

A somewhat similar situa¬ 
tion seems to be happening in 
queer culture. In the past few 


weeks, I’ve read and heard 
several comments and stories 
by more SENIOR members 
of our community. They say 
we have NO TALENT. They 
are upset by the amount of 
support we have gotten from 
the gay and lesbian press. 
They want it to STOP. 

It seems to me that 
AMERICAN popular culture 
is dying a slow death in the 
’90s. Our school systems are 
failing us, and the level of IN¬ 
TELLIGENCE of a great ma¬ 
jority of our citizens is PA¬ 
THETIC at best. All you 
have to do is sit through a 
few movies or plays and 
watch the audience to realize 
this. Look at what people 
choose to attend, what they 
do with their free time, the 
political leaders they follow. 
LOOK AT HOW THEIR 
MINDS WANDER ... . 

Queer Pioneers 

Throughout history, art, lit¬ 
erature, theatre and most 
higher forms of thought have 
been directed and pioneered 
by QUEERS. Over the last 
decade some of the most 
BRILLIANT and CRE¬ 
ATIVE minds have been cut 
down just as they approached 
ripeness. Some like Keith 
Haring, Doris Fish, Sylvester 
and Charles Ludlam were 
able to make their mark, to 
lead the way for the rest of

us; others were not. We’ll 
never know what we’ve 
missed. 

But now we’re like water 
attempting to balance out, to 
once again RISE to our own 
level. There is a lot of raw, 
young talent developing in 
cities all around us. This has 
been evident to me over the 
last few years as I’ve visited 
places like New York, LA 
and Boston, but most of all 
right here in San Francisco. 
Young queer writers are no 
longer waiting to be pub¬ 
lished in mainstream publica¬ 
tions like Christopher Street 
or Mother Jones. They’re 
madly XEROXING their 
own ’zines, choosing their 
own editorial content. Dance 
companies like The High 
Risk Group are refusing to 


waste their talents recreating 
classic tales of heterosexual 
passion and are dancing off in 
their own direction, spinning 
spiritual tales of LOVE and 
PAIN as only they can tell 
them. Theatre groups like 
The Sick and Twisted Play¬ 
ers are reinterpreting mass 
culture and mirroring it back 
through the eyes of the out¬ 
cast — redefined, redirected 
and in some cases even RE¬ 
DEEMED. Gender-bending 
girls and boys are decon¬ 
structing social mores and sex 
roles to discover the TRUTH 
behind their genitals. Unlike 
many drag queens and trans¬ 
sexuals of the past, this new 
breed is not content to imitate 
a sad excuse for the opposite 
sex. They are creating more 
and more options for every¬ 


one TO LIVE WITH AND 
EXPLORE. 

The language is new, the 
bodies are young, and in 
many cases, the talent is un¬ 
developed. But the ideas, the 
spirit, the energy and the 
GUTS of young queer artists 
are the only HOPE we have. 

So I applaud the notice 
and encouragement the press 
has given to these radical pio¬ 
neers. Davis, Garland and 
West were the be all and end 
all for a whole generation of 
gays; Judy’s death contributed 
to the rise of the riots at 
Stonewall. But to many, 
Bette, Judy and Mae are just 
dead straight women. Give 
me live Queer Art any day. 
Hey kids, let’s put on a show!

standably labels the resulting 
project “arduous and compli¬ 
cated.” But the cipher that 
emerges from his efforts is 
nonetheless partly his own 
fault. Opting for a central 
text of nothing but (often con¬ 
tradictory) interview quotes, 
his narrative is confusing and 
only fitfully chronological. 
Various appendixes help, like 
a bio of the “players” here 
and a short year-by-year 
chronicle of Wood’s life. But 
couldn’t that info have been 
integrated all along? 


Lifelong Obsessions 

Still, those of us luridly cu¬ 
rious about the subject will 
drink up Nightmare of Ecsta¬ 
sy as rapidly as Wood 
downed his double scotches. 

Born in Poughkeepsie, 
N.Y. obscurity in 1924, Wood 
arrived at his lifelong obses¬ 
sions early: seeing his first 
horror film at seven, getting a 
movie camera at 11, and al¬ 
ready cross-dressing by the 
time of his WW II service. 
(He apparently prayed to be 
killed rather than wounded in 
combat, for fear of having his 
pink panties and bra discov¬ 
ered.) Apparently a thorough 
and quite randy heterosexual, 
he was also a dedicated part- 
time TV whose special fetish 
ran toward angora sweaters. 

Arriving in Hollywood in 
the late ’40s, Wood tried to 
break into the Hollywood 
ranks. But he never got past 
the bottom rung, fantasies of 
entrepreneurial grandeur 
leading to a haphazard string 
of productions both finished 
and unrealized. 

The obvious camp value of 
cheesy production values, am¬ 
ateur acting and his uniquely 
florid dialogue aside, Wood’s 
films really aren’t quite like 
anything else on the planet. 
Shot on the run with ever- 


dwindling to non-existent 
funds, they turn incoherency 
into a real, if probably unin¬ 
tentional, form of surrealism. 

Once seen, who can forget 
the “AstroVision and Sexi- 
Color” riot of 1965’s supernat¬ 
ural burlesque parade Orgy 
of the Dead or the teenage 
bad girls wreaking havoc 
during their Violent Years? 
What about the supremely in¬ 
congruous interjections of 
heroin-addicted Bela Lugosi 
(later replaced by an obvious 
double when he died during 
the Plan 9 shoot) and sundry 


gone now, but those who con¬ 
sented to be quoted here di¬ 
vide into two sectors. Those 
still desperate to smell some 
leftover glory in his associa¬ 
tion tend to call Wood a ge¬ 
nius, a martyr, a “perennial 
optimist” ahead of his time. 

Of course, you can deduce 
what you will from a discern¬ 
ing witness such as widow 
Kathy, who admiringly says 
of their meeting, “He didn’t 
even take me to bed the first 
night. I was awed by him be¬ 
fore he screwed me.” 

Deluded Drunk 

Something rather different 
emerges from interviewees 
who managed to lift them¬ 
selves from Hollywood’s 
poverty row or got burned by 
Wood’s ever-fanciful financial 
schemes. Their personal snap¬ 
shots are more that of a de¬ 
luded drunk not above sud¬ 
denly making himself scarce 
whenever the bills came due. 

Slipping further and fur¬ 
ther down the ladder from 


stock footage in the midst of 
Glen or Glenda’s “scientific” 
plea for transvestite under¬ 
standing? 

Wood gathered around 
himself a floating coterie of 
the Hollywood fallen and 
fringe-dwellers. Many are

the ’60s onward, Wood barely 
supported himself and Kathy 
by selling screenplays and sex 
novels for a few bucks. The 
couple was finally evicted 
from their dingy apartment in 
a drug-and-violence ridden 
neighborhood; a week later 
Wood collapsed and died. 

It’s a sad story, not just for 
its booze and outcast misery, 
but because the fame Wood 
had always sought laid just 
around the corner. If he’d sur¬ 
vived and hadn’t consistently 
thrown away the rights to all 
his work for sucker change, 
he’d probably be living a 
comfy retirement today — 
traveling to fan conventions 
and raking up a modest 
video-release income. 

Depressingly, no one even 
bothered to record the direc¬ 
tor’s own words on this 
nebulous history before his 
death. The sole extant inter¬ 
view with Wood centers al¬ 
most exclusively on his close 
ties as friend and employer to 
the late, pathetic horror king 
Lugosi. 

A better book might have 
tied these frazzled biographi¬ 
cal strands together more co¬ 
herently, giving us full de¬ 
scriptions of the extremely 
colorful-sounding characters 
interviewed and discussed. 
(Grey’s minibios of partici¬ 
pants at the end are discon¬ 
certingly brief and all too po¬ 
lite.) 

Beyond a brief mention 
that “Ed knew every famous 
drag queen in town — Milton 
Berle, Jack Benny, Dan Dai¬ 
ley, Cary Grant,” gossip value 
is pretty low. One imagines a 
flamboyant personality like 
Wood himself would have 
had a much more racy saga to 
relate. 

Still, as a first glimpse be¬ 
hind the angora-cloaked au¬ 
teur “genius” of Ed Wood Jr., 
Nightmare of Ecstasy is well 
worth a look, and will have to 
satisfy for now. ▼

Historical Project Changed Poetry 


Out of This World 

Edited by Anne Waldman; Crown, $22 


Is poetry as exciting now as it was 25 years ago? Proba¬ 
bly. But the forms and venues have changed. The conserva¬ 
tive culture of the Reagan era has, in many ways, made po¬ 
etry a less public, a less controversial event and driven it, 
perhaps, a little more underground where it’s harder for the 
media to find. 

But in the late ’50s and 
throughout the ’60s, driven in part 
by the Beat generation, the San 
Francisco renaissance, the Black 
Mountain school — linked to jazz 
and abstract expressionism — poet¬ 
ry had a public vitality that some¬ 
times seems missing now. 

In Out of This World, an an¬ 
thology spanning the 25 years of 
The Poetry Project at the St. 

Mark’s Church in the Bowery, one 
gets a real flavor of those times as 
well of the poetry that gave the 
project its impetus — Frank 
O’Hara, Allen Ginsberg, Edward A || en Ginsberg 
Dorn and Robert Creeley. 

The project included a host of 
regular readings over the years, publications and other en¬ 
couragements for the art. A number of now well-known po¬ 
ets cut their teeth at project readings, including Lou Reed, 
Patti Smith, Aram Saroyan, June Jordan and Marilyn Hack¬ 
er. There’s a lot of good poetry here; some indifferent; 
some perhaps better skipped. But the project was an impor¬ 
tant part of the history of American poetry and the volume 
will make a fine addition to anyone’s library.

“would lean back in her chair 
and start reeling out story 
and memory, making no dis¬ 
tinction between what she 
knew to be true and what she 
had only heard told. The tales 
she told me in her rough, 
drawling whisper were lilting 
songs, ballads of family, love 
and disappointment. Every¬ 
thing seemed to come back to 
grief and blood, and every¬ 
body seemed legendary.” 

Among the colorful rela¬ 
tives is Aunt Raylene, the 
reclusive spinster with an in¬ 
triguing past of having passed 
for a man while working for 
a carnival, whose strength 
and patience provide the so¬ 
lace that Bone’s own mother 
can’t provide. Bone’s intense, 
ambivalent relationship with 
her mother and younger sis¬ 
ter, Reese, is amplified and 
endangered by the presence 
of her stepfather, “Daddy 
Glen,” a quick-tempered man 


unable to secure steady work 
or find them a permanent 
home: 

We moved so often our 
mail never caught up with us, 
moved sometimes before 
we’d even gotten properly un¬ 
packed or I’d learned the 
names of all the teachers at 
my new school. Moving gave 
me a sense of time passing 
and everything sliding, as if 
nothing could be held onto 
anyway. It made me feel 
ghostly, unreal and unimpor¬ 
tant, like a box that goes 
missing and then turns up 
but you realize you never 
needed anything in it anyway. 

Her stepfather’s promise of 
change is always broken, and 
Bone, as a consequence, inter¬ 
nalizes guilt and shame, 
blames herself for her fami¬ 
ly’s problems, and is always 
forced to question what is 
wrong with her. A brooding, 
explosive danger lurks just

beneath the surface, one of 
restless hands and the flash of 
cold metal. 

Musical Relief 

The darker images are 
countered by the critical pres¬ 
ence of music — gospel, coun¬ 
try, blues — that runs through 
Allison’s story like a movie 
soundtrack. Bone’s intense de¬ 
sire is to be a gospel singer; 
Kitty Wells, Teresa Brewer 
and Patsy Cline become her 
heroines. Her prepubescent 
quest for identity is filled 
with games, fantasies and an 
obsession with looking at her¬ 
self in the mirror, as if trying 
to will into being a part of 
her that’s not there. 

Allison conveys with preci¬ 
sion the South’s uncompro¬ 
mising assault on the senses: 
the sultry beauty of 
Greenville, the oppressive 
heat of summer, the smells of 
the kitchens, the songs that 
are the theme music for life 
in Carolina, the texture of bis¬

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cuits and the taste of blood. 
Some characters and inci¬ 
dents from Allison’s collection 
of short stories, Trash, are 
here as well, but Bastard’s 
poetry of raw nerves signals 
Allison’s maturation as a writ¬ 


er — the next step beyond — a 
seasoning and enrichment of 
her fine work. Allison’s voice 
speaks with urgency and pun¬ 
gent images; she weaves a 
spell in a relentless, gripping 
story. Bastard is a powerful 
work, a tale that moves along 
with the insidious force of a 
good mystery, seizing and not 
letting go until its final mo¬ 
ments. 

The protagonist of this 
work is a girl on the brink of 
womanhood who has had her 
childhood shattered; she ex¬ 
hibits humor, resilience and 
some true grit through this 
painful, necessary story. Ulti¬ 
mately, this is a Bone who 
can’t be broken. ▼

Writing as Survival

W hat could be more 
powerful than a 
life-story dis¬ 
guised as fiction? 
That time-honored device of 
writers has lost none of its 
force, especially in the voice 
of Dorothy Allison. Featured 
as a keynote speaker on the 
evening of March 20 at Out- 
Write ’92 in Boston, Allison 
defined herself in terms of 
her life story, as a survivor. 

Swimming up through an 
ocean of abuse, alcohol, 
poverty and shattered 
dreams, Allison claimed the 
power of writing as survival 
in its most tangible form. And 
she urged our community of 
writers to do more: “Gay and 
lesbian writers need to go be¬ 
yond survival and push 
against the envelope, writing 
out the pain to ensure the sur¬ 
vival of us all.” 

Speaking of the transfor¬ 
mative power of fiction, Alli¬ 
son told how she pours out 
bits of her life and pain onto 
the page: “The only good 
stuff I have written — and in 
my own mind I haven’t writ¬ 
ten much which comes up to 
my standard of good — comes 
when I face what hurts and 
get it out on the page.” That’s 
her catharsis, Allison claims, 
and she goes on to say that a 
good catharsis does both writ¬ 
er and reader some good. 

Readers familiar with the 
award-winning Trash, Alli¬ 
son’s early volume of short 
stories, may remember her 
claim that “writing it all 
down was purging. Putting 
those stories on paper took 
them out of the nightmare 
realm and made me almost 
love myself for being able to 
finally face them.” 

Rough Terrain 

If you’re a fan of easy 
writers, happy endings and 
smooth stories which are 
praised — for lack of any other 
compelling reason — as 
“queer-positive,” Dorothy Al¬ 
lison will be too much for 
you. Her rugged new novel, 
Bastard Out of Carolina, is 
due to hit bookstore shelves 
this month. In the first few 
chapters of Bastard, you’ll 
recognize a few pieces of 
Trash floating about, rewrit¬ 
ten slightly, having lost none 
of their power. 

Behind the lectern at Out- 
Write ’92, Allison made her 
autobiographical intentions

clear. One area remaining in 
shadow, however, is the unre¬ 
solved nature of Bone’s sexu¬ 
ality. A critical reader might 
question whether the novel’s 
crossover publication by 
mainstream Dutton (a Pen¬ 
guin subsidiary) motivated 
the omission. Yet, obviously, 
a character ending the novel 
at age twelve will hardly have 
reached sexual maturity. 

Allison crowds the novel 
with hints, strewn through 
Bone’s inner life and dreams, 
about the power of women, 
pain and violence to provoke 
the orgasms she begins to 
give herself near age eleven. 
Most moving is the chapter 
where Bone and Reese (her 
younger sister) take turns us¬ 
ing the bedroom for mastur¬ 
bation in the afternoons, un¬ 
derstanding each other’s 
needs enough to keep people 
out of the room when each 
knows the other is busy in¬ 
side. 

Despite the ravaging tide 
of hurt in the novel, this au¬ 
thor writes to heal. “I pretend 
all the time that I’m writing 
history,” Allison told us at 
OutWrite ’92. “The myth of 
the family runs through our 
community, our music, we 
want to be a family for each 
other ... but we have a history 
of our blood families which 
equals despair. We can write 
our way out of that despair.” 
Is writing history the answer 
to our collective pain? Is re-vi¬ 
sioning the way out of a maze 
of hurt? Hearing Dorothy Al¬ 
lison’s life stories, we want to 
believe it’s true. ▼

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Alan French Dead

Alan French, one of the 
original members of the San 
Francisco Track & Field 
Club, passed away on Satur¬ 
day, April 4, at his family’s 
home in Hayward. Besides 
his long association with the 
SFT&F Club, the 45-year-old 
lawyer was a well-known fig¬ 
ure in San Francisco’s gay po¬ 
litical and legal communities. 

The San Francisco Track 
& Field Club will be hosting 
a memorial service in Alan’s 
honor on Saturday, May 9, at 
11 a.m., at MCC (150 Eureka 
St., San Francisco). For more 
information, call Earl at (415) 
626-8789. 

French readily admitted 
that he was not the most ded¬ 
icated athlete, and some 
would say that his lack of se¬ 
riousness about running was 
the reason why he wasn’t 
more successful on the track. 

But athletically, success for 
Alan French came from the 
joy of the activity, from par¬ 
ticipating and not necessarily 
from winning. He did not 
need to win races to satisfy 
his self-esteem. His pleasure 
came from running and being 
involved with other athletes 
he respected and admired. 

Throughout his involve¬ 
ment with SFT&FC, French 
always willingly lent a hand, 
whether it be as a legal advis¬ 
er or manning a booth for a 
club bake sale. His efforts in 
recruiting new club members 
were legendary. 

Longtime friend and for¬ 
mer leader of the club, 
Bernard Turner, noted that 
French “did so much for the 


track team that few people 
knew about. Besides compet¬ 
ing for the club as an athlete, 
he was one of those people 
who did a lot of work for the 
club when no one else was 
willing to help.” 

“The thing I remember 
most about Alan is my first 
encounter with him,” said 
sprinter Earl Bryant. “He ex¬ 
tended me a very warm wel¬ 
come when I first joined the 
club, and it was a warmth 
and friendliness that I felt 
from him throughout his 
tenure on the team.” 

Rascally Charm 

French had a manner that 
touched each individual he 
came in contact with, a rascal¬ 
ly charm he extended to all 
he met. Mischievous, jovial 
and quick with quips of off- 
the-wall humor, bits of trivia 
and verses of Italian opera, he 
kept training sessions on the 
light side. 

“It was hard to stay fo¬ 
cused when Alan was at the 
track,” said one of his team¬ 
mates. “When we were trying 
to get serious, Alan wasn’t, 
and that helped us keep ev¬ 
erything in the proper per¬ 
spective. He was very philo¬ 
sophical about competing ... 
winning or losing was just 
part of the game. Life goes on 
after a race. And he showed 
us that we should be enjoying 
life, intertwining laughter in 
our struggle to be at our per¬ 
sonal best athletically.” 

Regarded as “a real charac¬ 
ter,” there was no denying 
that French was also an ath¬ 
lete. He faced the challenge of 
competition fearlessly. He 


never thought “I can’t do this” 
or “I don’t match up to this 
class of competition.” He gave 
everything his best shot in 
training and in competition, 
and always tried to be the 
best he could, regardless of 
where he would finish in a 
race. 

French placed fourth in 
the 400 meters at the first 
Gay Games in 1982. Follow¬ 
ing the Games, he helped in 
the formation of the San 
Francisco Track & Field 
Club, and trained and com¬ 
peted on a national level for 
the team. He was an integral 
part of the club’s early 4x400 
meter relay squad, as well as 
competing in the 200 and 400 
meters and the 4x100 meter 
relay. 

At the 1986 Gay Games II, 
French ran the opening leg of 
San Francisco’s gold medal¬ 
winning 4x400 meter relay 
squad, and also picked up a 
silver medal on SF’s 4x100 


meter “B” relay team and a 
bronze in the 400 meters. 

Although he never again 
achieved that level of success, 
French remained active in the 
SFT&FC until 1988, when 
his struggle against the AIDS 
virus began in earnest. He 
had hoped to accompany the 
team to Gay Games III in 
Vancouver but reluctantly de¬ 
cided that the trip to Canada 
would be too tiring for him. 
He continued his activism in 
the legal field and was in¬ 
volved in many important 
cases involving gay rights. 

Alan French’s work with 
the San Francisco Track & 
Field Club will always be re¬ 
membered by his teammates. 
His courage and strength will 
continue to be a source of in¬ 
spiration and admiration, and 
his offbeat approach to life 
still brings a smile to all who 
were fortunate enough to 
have known this amazing 
man. ▼

churches and civic groups and 
libraries, things like that. 

All the response we’re get¬ 
ting now is from word of 
mouth. It’s starting to spread. 
Subscribers are telling their 
friends, or somebody’s seen it 
in a newspaper article or 
magazine. I just found out 
that CNN used some of our 
statistics two weeks ago on 
some show, and Tom 
Brokaw’s office called. 
They’re going to use it. So 
we’re starting to get a little 
bit of credibility. The media 
is coming to us for informa¬ 
tion. 

From the content the reli¬ 
gious right would be a per¬ 
fect market for your publi¬ 
cation, wouldn’t it? 

Well, it’s definitely for par¬ 
ents of teenage children. It’s 
also for very conservative 
groups. 

But wouldn’t feminist 
groups who are considered 
liberal and concerned about 
how women are treated in 
films like this publication? 

Someone suggested that 
we start approaching various 
groups like women or maybe 
police or doctors. A lot of 
these organizations are con¬ 
cerned about how they’re por¬ 
trayed in movies. 

But there are certain words 
you don’t count, which I 
think certain groups would 
be interested in. Word 
counts of “nigger,” “spic,” 
“faggot,” etc. would be help¬ 
ful. Then groups could see 
which films are prejudiced. 

We have all that informa¬ 
tion; we just don’t publish it. 
But if anybody ever asked 
how many times the word 
“nigger” was used in 1991, we 
could go back and check it. 

So you have those words 
counted? 

And where we have the 
terms relating to the male 
genitals, we have the actual 
word they use, but we’re try¬ 
ing to keep the publication 
clean ... discreet. 

But besides the sexual 
morality, certain groups 
could see your publication 
as a record of bigotry in 
films. It would be a way of 
expanding your audience. 

Definitely. And if some¬ 
one was concerned about 
how many movies had homo¬ 
sexual tendencies or any as¬ 
pect of homosexuality, we 
could go back and say there 
were 81 movies last year or 
14 movies — or whether it was 
female homosexuality pre¬ 
dominantly or whether it was 
male homosexuality predom¬ 
inantly. 

But let’s say someone who 
was pro-gay wanted to use 
your publication to examine 
how Hollywood is treating 
gays. That isn’t the angle 
you’re going for? 

No, it isn’t. No, we trying 
to stay in the middle of the 
road as much as possible, so 
even if a movie .... Personal¬ 
ly, maybe I’m opposed to ho¬ 
mosexuality, maybe I’m in fa¬ 
vor of it. As we try to detect 
the actual content, we’ll say 
lesbians are portrayed stereo- 
typically or something like 
that. You’ll know what’s in 
there. It doesn’t really tell the 
guy what we think about it. 

You can’t be making a liv¬ 
ing from this.
